Washington, December 23.—(Special.)—A 
new treaty is to be entered into between 
this country and Great Britain, covering 
A 
cablegram received at the state depart- 
ment from Henry White, dharge at Lon- 
don, announces that the first definite step 
looking to the amendment of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty has been taken. 

This cablegram came as a result of the 
visit which Mr. Wihite has just paid to 
Lord Salisbury at his country home, and its 
effect is that the British government has 
consented to the opening of negotiations 
for a new treaty agreement concerning the 
construction and control of the proposed 
‘canal,

They Will Not Talk. 

State department officials are very reti- 
cent about this matter, but the news of 
the receipt of this message from White 
has leaked out, and while these officials in- 
sist that the matter has not reached the 
stage of official action, and that the discus- 
sion between representatives of the two 
governments has been entirely unofficial, 
there is no question that negotiations are 
tobe officially begun within a few days, 
perhaps before the holiday season is over. 
etadted the case to me today, the 
government has naturally been very chary 
about committing itself to the censidera- 
tion of any amendment to the existing 
treaty, or of any other treaty, 
the failure of the ratification of the arbi- 
tration treaty. England has been very 
sore over the throw-down it got in that 
matter. As long ago as early in the sum- 
mer there was unofficial discussion between 
the officials of the two governments, both 
here and in London, and a sort of a tenta- 
tive understanding was reached as to the 


lines on which the two governments might , 


work together with profit to themselves 
and to each other. 

The terms of this understanding were 
stated in some of the papers at the time 
and attracted great

The state department originally did not 
contemplate a formal opening of negotla- 
tions to secure the desired amendment of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty until congress 
had made sorne progress at least towards 
the enactment of the Nicaraguan canal, 
but the department wished not to be placed 
in the faise positicn of negotiating ror an 
object which congress might, before the 
conciusicn, decm to be undesirable. After 
the experience had with the genera] arbi- 
tration treaty there is a part’cularly strong 
distnelination to be again placed in this at- 
titude. However, now that the matter had 
been brought into such prominence, the 
negotiations may be opened at an earlier 
date than was originally contemplated, 
though it may be taken for granted that 
their initiation wili be an evidence of the 
presidents conviction that congress. will 
pass some acceptable canal Lill before ad- 
journing. 

Although the gain to English commerce 
that may be fairiy expected to result from 
the construction of the canal by the Amer- 
ican government wil] make the water way 
as important to Great Britain as it is to the 
United States, there is stf!] evidence going 
to show that the British government may 
seize upen the opportunity to ask for a 
quid pro quo. It is hard to perceive just 
now what shape this will take, but it is 
suggested with considerable plausibility 
that this may afford the key to the solu- 
tion of the reciprocity problem, which has 
680 greatly embarrassed the Canadian high

London, December 24.—The question of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty is freely discussed 
in the morning papers. The Daily News 
and Daily Chronicle publish editorials as- 
serting that Lord Salisbury ‘‘ought to get 
— compensation for consent to abroga- 
tion.’’ 

The Daily Chronicle points out that the 
canal would make the United States a 
great naval power in the far east, increase 
American naval strength in the Atlantic, 
and alter to England's disadvantage the 
carrying trade to the far east.

LOST SCHOONER COMES 


VESSEL GIVEN UP FOR LOST 
REACHES PHILADELPHIA. 
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The Ship Was Blown a Thousand 
Miles Out of Her 
Course. 


Philadelphia, December 23.—The missing 
four-masted Philadelphia schooner Matilda 
D. Borde, Captain Norton, which sailed 
from Portsmouth, N. H., November 25th, 
for this port the day before the terrific 
gale which caused such sacrifice of life and 
property along the coast, and which was 
blown over 1,000 miles out of her course, 
arrived here tonight in tow of the tug Asu 
Hughes. 

The home-coming of the crew of this 
vessel, which had for some time Leen given 
up as lost, was one that will be !ong re- 
membered by their relatives. who have 
passed through weeks of great anxiety. 

The experience of Captain Norton and his 
men was a thrilling one, as the vyessei 
scudded off shore before the terrific gale 
with seas leaping high over her. She was 
provisioned only for a short run, and for 
days the men have been subsisting on re- 
duced rations. 

The British steamship Trinidad supplied 
them with some food, otherwise it is not 
unlikely they would have, perished from 
hunger. Captain Norton, upon learning of 
the fearful havoc wrought by the storm. 
said that their safe arrival was due to an 
interposition of providence.

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miral Sampson and His Wife Reach 
Home from Havana. 

New York, December 23.—The United 
States cruiser New York, from Havana, has 
arrived here. Admira] Sampson is on board 
with Mrs. Sampson. Admiral Sampson said 
that the perfecting of the custom house ser- 
vice and the official police in the island 
were the two most important features in 
connection with Cuba. When General 
Greene and Chief McCullagh had establish- 
ed their police force he thought there 
would be little disorder. The admiral said 
the material benefit from the reduction of 


| the Cuban custom receipts could not be 


judged at present, and remarked that there 
had always been’ so much fraud in connec- 
tion with Cuban customs that it was im- 
possible to change everything right away. 

“Do you think the people of the island 
will prove amenable to the American gov- 
ernment?”’ 

“It does not make any difference wheth- 
er they are or not,’’ Admiral Sampson said: 
“We are down there and our government 
will go on as long as it is necessary.”’ 

The admiral said that Decastro, the civil 
governor of Havana, was doing as well as 
could be expected, and by the first of Jan- 
uary all of Cuba would be officially evacua- 


points. Regarding the suffering through- 
out Cuba Admiral Sampson said: 

“The government is issuing rations regu- 
larly, but the reconcentrados are now scat- 
tered, and there is the difficulty. Many of 
them have died and many more will die. 
They lack tools to work their farms and 
the only crop they could raise now is sweet 
potatoes. It is too late to raise sugar.” 

Reverting to the question of the future of 
Cuba, Admiral Sampson said: 

“The weaithiest and most influential peo- 
ple in Cuba want to stand annexed to the 
United States, whether as a state or as a 
territory they don't much care. But there 
are many Cubans who think that they are 
able to govern themselves. Cuba at present 
certainly is in no condition to govern itself.

SEBASTIAN BACH MILLS DEAD. 


Celebrated Musician Passes Away at 
Age of Sixty Years. 

New York, December 23.—A _ cable dis- 
patch from Wiesbaden. Germany, an- 
nounces the death of Sebastian Bach Mills. 
a well-known pianist and composer, aged 
rixty years. 

His father was a musician and he show- 
ed that he had inherited his talent at a 
very early age, for he appearede#is an in- 
sane prodigy and played before Queen Vic- 
toria by special command when only seven 
vearg old. He received his musical educa- 
tion at the Leipsic conservatory and caine 
to this country in 1859. His appearances at 
concerts as well as his compositions gained 
him a national reputation in the years of 
his arrival in the United States. He mar- 
ried Miss Antonia Young, of Chicago, 
whom he had met at the Leipsic conserva- 
tory. where she was also a student, and 
whose brother, Otto Young, is a prominent 
merchant of that city. She was a native of 
Germany, however, and it was in accord 
with her wishes to end her days in the 
fatherland that Mr. Mills went to Germany 
with her last April and established himself 
in his profession in the city where he died. 


SAGASTA CRITICALLY ILL.

Milwaukee Woman Is Brought Back to 
Life by Hypnotism. 
Milwaukee, Wis., December 23.—Tony 
Brosheit, a woman twenty-three years of 
age, who has been in a trance for the past 
five months at her home in this city, was 
brought to her normal condition through 

the influence of hypnotism. 

Miss Brosheit retired as usual in. her 
apartments on the 23d of July last. On 
the following morning, when it was time to 
awaken, she kept on sleeping, and though 
at times she would open her eyes, she 
seemed unconscious to her surroundings. 

The case has baffled many physicians. At 
last an application of “‘suggestive therau- 
peutics,’’ a form of hypnotism, was tried, 
and the patient today was successfully 
brought out of her long trance. 

Though very weak, she is able to say a 
few words to those around her. She has 
been kept alive with liquid food. 
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FIGHTING ON ISLAND OF PANAY. 


Madrid Claims To Have Advices from 
the Philippine Group. 


Madrid, December 23.—According to a dis- 
patch received here from floilo, island of 
Panay, severa] engagements have taken 
place between the Spaniards and the in- 
surgents and many of the latter have been 
killed or wounded. 

It is asserted that Aguinaldo has cabled 
to the government saying he will shortly 
release the Spanish prisoners in the hands 
of the insurgents. This statement, how- 
ever, has not been confirmed. 

The minister of the colonies, Senor Giron, 
announces that the payment of the coupons 
of the Cuban mortgage bonds has been as- 


sured. 
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Sultan’s Aid De Camp Murdered. 

Constantinople, December: 23.—Ghani Bey, 
the sultan’s ald de camp, was murdered 
yesterday by Hafuz Pacha in a quarrel 
which took place in a pastry cook’s. 

Ghani Bey became notorious owing to his 
lawless proceedings in Epjrus. He also in- 
spired terror here by extortion of money 
under threats of death. The officials of the 
foreign embassies have frequently demand- 
ed the punishment of Ghani Bey, but al- 
ways unsuccessfully.

BRYAN SPEAKS 
FLUENTLY TO 


Colonel Is Given @ Royal Re- 
ception at Capital of State 


INTRODUCED SY GOVERNOR 


Brator Declares That the Issues of 1896 
Are by No Means Bead, 


ee 


The Democratic Leader Asserts That 
the Unitei States Cannot Start 
Upon a Colonial Career 
at This Late 
Date. 


Lincoln, Neb., December 23.—Colonel W. 
J. Bryan returned to Lincoln this after- 
noon and was tonight tendered a reception 
at ‘the Oliver tieater by the Woman's Bi- 
metallic League. 

The house was crowded and Colonel! Bry- 


an received an ovation. He was introduced 


by Governor Holcomb, who formally wel- 
comed him home and complimented him 
for ‘his patriotism in enlisting in the army. 

After thanking his neighbors for their 
cordial welcome and complimenting the 
members of this regiment and Colonel Vif- 
quain, in whose charge he left them, he 
justified his resignation as follows: 

“I had five months ef peace in the army 
and resigned in order ‘to take a part in a 
fight. I am as much interested in the peo- 
ple of the United States-as I am in the 
people of Cuba, and wB’ess I am mistaken 
in judging, we are @alled upon to meet 
more important proijems in the United 
States just now th will confront our 
army in Cuba. 

Some of these pr&dblemse were under 
discussion before holtilities began; oth- 
ers have been thr: n.us as a <te- 
sult of the war. Lé@t me improve this, 
my first opportunity, to assure you that 
my zeal for the reforms advocated a 
few months ago has not in the least 
abated. Vital questions cannot be kill- 
ed or buried, and we were dealing 
with vital questions when the call to 
arms resounded through the land. 

The American people have not ac- 
cepted the gold standard as final. It 
has wrought more injustice in our coun- 
try during the last twenty-five years 

. than Spain has wrougtht in all her colo- 
nies, and opposition to it will grow 
until the gold and silver coinage of the 
constitution is fully restored. The trusts 
which now flourish in defiance of law 
are not more merciless than Weyler 
was, and the new trust—the paper mon- 
ey trust, which is seeking to obtain 
control of all the paper money of the 
natinn—is a greatcr menace to the coune- 
try’s welfare than any foreign foe. 

“There are, however, two new questions 
which demand immediate attention, be- 
cause congress is asked to act upon them at 
once. The president recommends that the 
regular army be permanently increased to 
100,000 men. This. question must be met 
now or not at alt.” 

Doesn’t Know the People. 

Taking up the subject of imperialism, Mr. 
Bryan said that the president has misin- 
terpreted the sentiment of the people. 
They are opposed to giving the Philippines 
back to Spain, but they have not as yet 
declared in favor of embarking upon a co- 
Icnial policy. So great a change, he said, 
could not be undertaken without more in- 
vestigation and deliberation than the peo- 
ple had yet given to the subject. The prin- 
cipal part of Mr. Bryan’s speech was de- 
voted to the Philippine question. 

In this. connection he referred to Presi- 
dent McKinley’s inquiry, ‘‘Wiho will haul 
down the flag?’ and replied: 


The flag is a national emblem, and {is 
obedient to the national will. It was 
made for the people, not the people for 
the flag. When the American people 
want ,the flag raised they raise it; when 
they want it hauled down they haul it 
down. The flag was raised upon Cana- 
dian soil during the war of. 1812 and it 
was hauled down when peace was re- 
stored. The flag was planted upoén 
Chapultepec during the war with Mex- 
ico and it was hauled down when the 
war was over. The morning papers an- 
nounce that Genera! Lee ordered the 
flag hauled down in Cuba _ yesterday 
because it was raised too soon. 

“The flag will be raised in Cuba again on 
the first of January, but the president de- 
clares in his message that it will be haulcd 
down as soon as a stable government is 
established. Who will deny to the people 
the right to haul the flag down in the 
Philippines if they so desire, when a stable 
government is established there? 

Stands for a Perpetual Union. 

“Our flag stands for an indissoluble union 
of indestructible states. Every state is 
represented by a star and every territory 
sees in the constitution a star of hope that 
will some day take its placein the constella- 
tion. What is there in the flag to awaken 
the zeal or reflect the aspirations of vassal 
colonies which are too good to be cast away, 
but not good enough to be admitted to the 
sisterhood of states? Shall we keep the 
Philippines and amend our flag? Shall we 
add a new star—the blood star, Mars—to in- 
dicate that we have entered upon 4 career 
of conquest? Or shall we borrow the yellow, 
which in 1896 was the badge of gold end 
greed, and paint Saturn and his rings, to 
suggest a carpet-bag government with its 
schemes of spoliation? Or shall we adorn 
our flag with a milky way composed of a 
multitude of minor stars -.representing re- 
mote and insignificant dependencies? 

“No; a thousand times better to haul 
down the stars and stripes and substitute 
the flag of an independent republic than to 
surrender the doctrines that give glory to 
‘Old Glory.’ It was the flag of our fathers 
in the years that are gone; it is the flag of 
a reunited country today; let it be the flag 
of our nation in the years that are to come. 
Its stripes of red tell of the blood that was 
shed to purchase liberty; its stripes of 
white proclaim the pure and heaven-born 
purpose of a Zovernment which derived its 
just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned. The mission of that flag is to float, 
not. over a conglomeration of common- 
wealths, but over ‘The land of the free and 
the home of the brave,’ and to that mission 
it must. remain ‘forever true—forever 
true.’ ’,

RECEIVES 
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POPE CARDINALS. 


HIS HOLINESS THE RECIPIENT OF 
MANY CONGRATULATIONS. 
In a Speech He Gives Utterance to His 
Political Views and 
Ideas. 


Rome, December 23:—The pope today at 
the reception of Christmas greetings of the 
cardinals and othe* preiates appeared to be 
in excellent health. 

Replying to their congratulations, he re- 
ferred to the “sinister events of 1898," and 
said it was high time the governments of 
Europe unied to stop unheard-of outrage 
and savage exterminations. 

“But,’’ the pontiff added, ‘‘this could not 
be stopped unti] the fear of God, the basis 
of all morality, is revived in the conscience 
of the people and becomes the guiding 
principle of the organization of the states.”’ 

In regard to the present position of the 
church in Italy the pope pointed out that 
the symptoms were not reassuring for the 
new year. He added that the conditions 
imposed upon the head of the church in 
violation of his dignity and rights ‘‘were 
not enough, for now it was sought to cast 
odium upon the press which openly espous- 
ed the defensive of this interests and the in- 
terests of religion and morality.’ Con- 
tinuing, the pontiff remarkea: 

“Further rigors threaten the clergy, al- 
though they are the class furtherest re- 
moved from seditious designs. The obedi- 
ence of the clergy to the apostolic see whose 
rights they defended and whose intentions 
they seconded is now being construed as a 
political offense. Nevertheless imbued with 
the sense of their high mission of duty the 
clergy will not yield, either to flatteries of 
menaces, and their firmness is finding re- 
sponse in numerous laymen deeply imbued 
with love for the papacy. It is thus, by the 
co-operation of the clergy and laity, that 
the salvation of coming generations is as- 
sured.”’

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BLANKS MUST DIE ON GALLOWS. 


Governor Bradley Refuses To Save the 
Negro’s Neck. 
Frankfort, Ky., December 
Bradley tonight finally refused to extend 
clemency in the case of Bob Blanks, of 
Mayfield, sentenced to be hanged on Feb- 
ruary 23d, next, thus closing a rather sen- 
Sational chapter in Kentucky history. 
Blanks, a negro, assaulted Tenie Bailey, 
a twelve-year-old white girl. in Graves 
county in January last, escaped into Illinois 
and Governor Bradley made requisition and 
had Blanks brought to Louisville. On the 
date of his trial the adjutant general, with 
a company of state troopgy ompanied the 
negro to Graves he ee remaining 
there until the case was énded, brought the 
prisoner back to Louisville. He has since 
been in jail there, and will not be taken to 
the scene of his crime until a few days be- 
fore the execution.

Fags Will Be Changed in Cuban 
Lilies on January Ist 


SALUTES WILL BE FIRED 


Spanish Colors Will Call for Twenty- 
One American Guns 


QUEEN REGENTS TROOPS WILL SALUTE 


The Evacuating Commissioners Meet 
and Make Final Arrangements 
for the Passing Over of 
the Island to Amer- 
icans. 


Havana, December 93, At the joint meet- 
ing of the United States and Spanish mili- 
tary commissioners today the programme 
was finally agreed upon for the exchange 
of flags on January ist, at noon. Just be- 
fore 12 o'clock the American war vessels 
will fire a salute of twenty-one guns in 
honor of the Spanish flag. Promptly at 12 
o'clock the Spanish flags on the various 
public buildings will be lowered, and im- 
mediately thereafter the stars and stripes 
will be hoisted over El Morro and the pub- 
lic buildings of the city, while Spanish 
artillerists at Cabaniss fortress will salute 


j the American flag with twenty-one guns, 


Spanish warships in the harbor participa- 
ting in the salute. 

At the same hour the Spanish troops, if 
any then remain in the city, will be paraded 
in barracks and will render proper salute 
to the American forces passing, 

Just before noon the American and Span- 
ish commissioners, General Jiminez Castil- 
lanos, the Spanish captain and the Amer- 
ican ranking officer in Cuba; Major General 
John R. Brooke, if he arrives in time, and 
otherwise Major General Lee, will assemble 
at the palace. The Spanish commissioners 
will then form and surrender the govern- 
ment to the United States commissioners, 
who will immediately turn it over to the 
American genera! commanding. After this 
the various functionaries wiif remain a 
while to receive those who may wish to pay 
their respects to the incoming authorities. 
It Was agreed at the joint meeting that the 
Spanish troops remaining in Cuba after 
January Ist should be ‘considered in the 
light of foreign troops in a friendly country, 
and to be accorded the privileges usually 
granted under international law. 

Matanzas and Cienfuegos will doubtless 
be the only places where Spanish troops 
will remain after January ist, and Cien- 
fuegos will be evacuated last. The Spanish 
Sick in the hospitals wWNl remain under the 
safeguard of the American flag, the Span- 
ish authorities providing medicines and at- 
tendance with food, repatriating them and 
on recovery. 

Generals Wade, Butler and Clous, accom- 
panied by their aides, were received at the 
palace today with full military honors. The 
Spanish trumpeters blew a flare and the 
police guards saluted. The same ceremonies 
marked the retirement of the American 
officers. The Eighth and Tenth regular 
infantry regiments occupied the forts at El 
Vedado today, but there are no American 
flags in sight. 

The Spanish transport Darmstadt sailea 
today for Cadiz with 2,727 officers and men. 
About 8,000 Spanish troops have embarked 
this week for Spain; some 8,000 others are 
left in Havana; it is estimated that there 
are 15,000 Spanish soldiers at Matanzas and 
there are about 30.000 Spanish troops in 
Cienfuegos. 

The widow and daughter of General] Ca- 
lixto Garcia have been left in poverty, and 
patriotic societies are contributing to their 
relief. 

Some Cubans entered the residence of the 
Marquis de Pinar del Rio, in the Cerro 
suburb of Havana, yesterday and compelled 
him to cry ‘Vive Cubra IKbre!” The 
marquis, who is one of the richest men in 
the island, and of a noted family, com- 
plained to Captain Genera) Castellanos, and 
a note on the subject was sent to the 
American evacuation. The marques de 
Pinar del Rio and other prominent Span- 
iards afte determined to leave Cuba, their 
friends say, “‘unless the United States is a 
strong government and they are assured 
ample protection.”’ 

The United States transport Florida ar- 
rived at Matanzas yesterday. 

The United States flag was formally 
hoisted at Cardenas vesterday by Lieuten- 
ant G. R. Ryburn, of the Eighth regulars. 


TRANSPORTS ARE IN DEMAND. 


Spaniards Are Rapiily Leaving Cuba 
According to Agreement. . 

Washington, December 23.—There is every 
evidence in the war department that stren- 
uous efforts are making to put enough 
American troops in Cuba to meet any call 
upon them through the speedy evacuatiog 
of the Spanish garrisons. All ‘the trans- 
ports available at Atlantic ports are being 
prepared under rush orders for sailihg 
south, The Spanish are carrying out their 
evacuation contract with unusual celerity, 
and there is some question whether Ameri- 
can troops can be concentrated at certain 
points before the Spaniards leave. Mean- 
time the Cubans are preparing for demon- 
strations during evacuation week and it is 
thought very desirable to have an adequate 
force on hand to prevent any outbreak 
that would jeopardize the American en- 
tente at the outset.~ 

There will be thirteen custom ports on 
the Cuban coast to be turned over to 
American control, and although some of 
these doubtless will be closed, these ports 
will require a large guard. Beside this the 
department is having quite a search for 
competent customs men understanding 
Spain to fill the customs offices.

RETIRED GENERAL BEFORE WAR 
INVESTIGATING COMMISSION. 


He Discusses the Condition of the 
Chickamauga Camp and 


Others. 


Washington, December 23.—The war in- 
vestigating commission today was redured 
to two members, chief of engineers, Gen- 
eral John M. Wilson and Colone] Denby. 
Genera! Wilson has practically transferred 
his war department office to the commis- 
S:on’s quarters, and Colonel Denby today 
officiating as interrogator, with General O. 
O. Howard, retired, in the witness chair. 

General Howard told how disappointed 
he had been in not securing assignment 
for active service during the war, and how 
he had done the best thing for his country 
in accepting the office of visifing delegate 
for the army and navy Christian fommis- 
Sion, and distributing tracts and other 
things through the southern camps. He 
said these camps, as a rule, were in good 
condition, but he noticed confusion in the 
railway arrangements at Tampa, an inun- 
dation of beer in one colored camp there, 
and a p.ague of flies on his second visit 
to Mobile. He went at some length into 
. the question of odors at Camp Thomas dur- 
ing July, where he said they were varied 
and repulsive. He had suggested chloride 
of lime to General Brooke, who received 
the suggestion favorably and distributed 
thirty-nine barrels of lime in one day. The 
smells continued. He praised the work of 
the army and navy Christian commission. 

Regarding General Lee's command at 
Jacksonville, General Howard said he had 
not believed before it wag possible for a 
ramp to be Kept in such fine condition. 
General Howard said he was strongly op- 
posed to bureaucracy, and thought a com- 
manding general should be in absolute con- 
trol of his camp or corps. 

General Wilson became interested in this, 
and asked if General Howard thought the 


| management of Camp Thomas had been 


hampered by bureaucracy. It took about 
fifteen minutes to get a direct answer, the 
witness offering numerous illustrations and 
examples of what he thought constituted 
burocracy. But on the third repetition of 
the question, General Howard said he 
thought there might have been something 
of the sort in connection with Camp 
Thomas. 

The commission adjourned until Tuesday 


next.

OLINDE RODRIGUEZ RELEASED. 


Judge of Court Says Captured French 
Steamer Is Not a Prize. 
Charleston, S. C., December 23.—In the 
United States district court here today 
Judge Brawley handed down a decision dis- 
charging the Olinde Rodriguez, the French 
steamship made a prize of war’ by the 
cruiser New Orleans on July 17th. The ship 
belonged to the Trans-Atlantic line and 

was a most valuable one. 

At one time it seemed as though inter- 
national complications might grow out of 
her retention and the fight in the United 
States courts over her has been long and 
bitter. 

Judge Brawley’s decision is a very long 
document, and it goes into an.exhaustive 
discussion of the law and the facts of the 
case. He compliments the officers of the 
New Orleans, but releases the ship on the 
grounds that the blockade of San Juan was 
not effective on the 5th of July in the sense 
in which that term is accepted by the na- 
tions. 


A Plague of Monkeys. 


The mcnkey slavghter question has, it 
appears, assumed a serious aspect just 
now, says The Lahore Tribune. It has 
caused considerable excitement among 
orthodox Hindoos not only in Orissa and 
Bengal, but as far as the news has travel- 
ed. We _ seriovsly wern the authorities 
against this injudicious proposal of the 
Puri city fathers, lest the question should 
lcad to some serious consequences. The re- 
ligicus feelings of erthodox Hindoos, who 
form the majority in India, cannot be 
tried with in this manner, and the lessons 
of the Benares riots should not be thrown 
away. We are against this slaughter more 
for the maintenance of peace and order 
than for anything else. The massacre of 
the quadrimana itself is a far uglier nuis- 
ance than all the mischief committed by 
monkeys put together. It may be, how- 
ever, that these so-called ancestors of hu- 
manity are giving a good deal of trouble at 
Puri: but where do they not? Most of the 
principal seats of Hindoo pilgrimage are 
literally colonized by these restless brutes, 
but are they not tolerated from time in 
memorial and has there ever been such a 
crusade against them? If it is so difficult 
to put up with them any longer at Puri 
cannot they be banished from the town 
rather than killed? 

There are villages in Bengal where these 
w'cked creatures sometimes do considera- 
ble harm to villagers, who, by the way, in- 
stead of having them swept out of exist- 
ence, catch the leader of the party, with a 
process known to every, child in Bengal, 
and, painting his fae hideously, hold a 
mirrow before his eyes—the village chaps 
making a scaring noise with accompani- 
ments of dhols and cymbals—with the re- 
sult that, followed precipitately by the 
whole party, the heroic captain beats a 
hasty retreat, never to return to the vil- 
lage again in his life. It would be far 
better to have these mischief makers de- 
ported to some distant parts than endan- 
gering public peace by shocking the re- 
ligious feelings of the pilgrims of such 
an, in thelr view, #»shuman action. As 
many as fifteen out of the twenty-one Pun- 
dits consulted at Pri are adverse to slaugh- 
ter, and the remaining six dwindle down 
to a microscopic minority against the mass 
of Pundit opinion supporting orthodoxy in 
this country. On the other hand, almost 
all the English and vernacular newspapers 
in Bengal, Behar and Orissa are strongly 
protesting. As to the Puri commissioners 
and their “airs of absolution,”’ the Indian 
Mirrow, in a leading article, invites the 
immediate interference of government. “Jt 
is,’’ says our contemporary, “the orthodox 
Hindoos that have made Puri, and as they 
have made it so can they mar it. ... 
The time may have come for the inter- 
vention of Sir John Woodburn in setile- 
ment of this question of monkey slaughter 
at Puri.” And surely the time thas come.

Maine Representative Receives Two Let- 
ters from the Islanders. 


HIS COURSE !S APPROVED 


Agoncillo Indorses the Utterances of 
the New England Man. | 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE DOES THE SAME 


Both Documents Beg the Senator To 
Stand Firm and Give the Archi- 
_pelago Its Independence. 


Washington, December 23.—Senator Hale 
received yesterday two letters from Philip- 
inos in London touching the proposed an- 
nexation of the Philippine islands. The first 
letter is from Agoncillo, the Filipino repre- 
sentative who came to Washington in be- 
half of Aguinaldo’s interests and later went 
to Paris with the hope of influencing the 
peace commission. The letter says: 

“London, December 10, 1898.—To the Hon. 
Eugene Hale. Sir: The opening of the 
present session of the American senate will 
put you in a position to influence the just 
and good understanding between the Amer- 
ican and the Filipino nations, and I beg you 
to help my efforts to this end. The free 
citizens and senators of the United States 
of America cannot follow the steps of the 
monarchial countries, whose _ institutions 
are based on force and oppression, the only 
form adequate to a colony or possession; 
but they are expected to contribute to the 
realization in history of the great principle 
of submitting the government of every 
country to the wish of the inhabitants 
thereof, under the form adopted by your 
republic. Freedom, suffrage and independ- 
ent self-government are the only basis of 
an ordained state in the presenc times. 

“Like America, the Philippines will grow 
prosperous and happy, if instead of sowing 
oppression and militarism and their in- 
evitable consequences, war and disorder, 
the senate of the United States, complying 
with the expectation of my countrymen and 
the formal promises made before the war by 
all the representatives in the far east, if 
the American administration will recognize 
the independence of the Philippines and 
proclaim the everlasting friendship and al- 
liance of our two countries, joined by their 
common sentiments, created in the field of 
honor, combatting as comrades for justice 
and humanity, 

“Do, pray, help the Filipinos to obtain 
their noble aspirations, 

“*T intend to return to America at the first 
opportunity, and will not fail to personally 
offer you the assurance of my respect and 
high consideration. [ am, sir, your most 
obedient servant, 

“FELIPE AGONCILLO.” 
Letter from Committee. 

The second of these letters reads as 
follows: 

‘London, December 138, 1898.—Senator Eu- 
gene Hale, Capitol, Washington. Sir: We 
have addressed to George F. Hoar, United 
States senator for Massochusetts, the fol- 
lowing cable: 

“Filipinos everywhere congratulate and 
thank you, Hale and Vest for noble efforts 
against military rule, colonial expansion. 
We want American adlance, citizenship, not 
subjugation. I pray: you oppose military 
occupation. Philippine Committee, London.’ 

“We beg to confirm the foregoing request 
and pray you to complete your noble task 
by opposing military occupation of the 
islands by the American army. 

“General Aguinaldo has established in the 
Philippines a regular and orderly civil and 
military administration, and everybody 
there approves of and obeys his commands 
and those of his authorities. Life, prop- 
erty and the legitimate rights of all are 
respected. Order prevails everywhere under 
his government, 

“The American officers, military and 
naval, in Manila and Cavite maintain a 
regular connection, such as is required by 
the comity of nations, with the recognized 
authorities. Why disturb these peaceful 
conditions by the enforcement of an Amer- 
ican military occupation? We are, sir, your 
most obedient servants. 

“FE, MADRIGAL, Chairman.” 


THE DEATH OF ELLIS GRAY. 


Former Atlantian Dies at Shreve- 


port, La. 

New Orleans, La., December 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Ellis Gray, late lievtenant and ser- 
geant major of the Second Louisiana, died 
last night at Shreveport, La. He was a 
native of Georgia, and came to Monroe, 
La., from Atlanta, two years ago. At the 
outbreak of the late war with Spain he 
was city editor of The Monroe Star. He 
joined the First Louisiana volunteers as 
sergeant and was subsequently promoted 
to be sergeant major and lieutenant. He 
acted as correspondent for The New Or- 
leans States and other papers while in the 
army. When the First Louisiana regiment 
was mustered out, Gray moved to Shreve- 
port, where he became the city editor of 
The Times, which position he held at the 
time of his death. He returned from the 
army very much pulled down by sickness 
and died from malarial fever, culminating 
in heart disease. ‘ 

Rev. Denniston, Opelika, Aa. 
Opelika, Ala., December 23.—(Special.)— 
tev, Denniston died at his home near here 

today, aged sixty-four years. He preach- 
ed here and in Talbotton, Ga., and always 
walked on his circuit. He was a man of 
much learning, but very eccentric. He 
left an estate of $25,000. He had no chil- 
dren, but a wife survives him. Rev. Den- 
niston was born in Ireland and held de- 
grees in two English universities. He came 
to America over forty years since and en- 
gaged as assistant to his uncle, then rec- 
tor of Trinity church, New York. During 
the terrible epidemic of yellow. fever he 
came south, and nobly ministered to thou- 
sands of the stricken and poor as both 
nurse and priest. For many years he has 
been laboring under the diocese of Geor- 
gia. 

Edward T. Lawrence, Chicago. 
Chicago, December 23.—Edward F. Law- 

rence, one of the most prominent capital- 
ists of Chicago and associated with many 
large financial interests of the city, died 
today, after a short illness. He was born 
in Massachusetts in 1835.

NO CONTEST WITH FRANCE. 


UNITED STATES INTERESTED IN 
INTEGRITY OF CHINA. 


The Rights of the Americans in the 
Orient Will Be Carefully 
Guarded. 


Washington, December 23.—So far as can 
be learned here the conflicting claims be- 
tween the French government and _ the 
United States government at Shanghai, 
China, do not involve any broad question 
relating to the acquisition of large tracts of 
China by France. 

Complaint was made to this government 
that the French representatives in China, 
under guise of extending the limits of their 
extra territorial concessions in Shanghai, 
had included in the claim certain property, 
valued mainly for riparian uses, which had 
long been occupied and enjoyed: by Ameri- 
can citizens and American corporations. 
Upon this statement United States Minister 
Conger was instructed to protest to the 
Chinese government against any action on 
its part which would result in injury to the 
American citizens above described. It is 
gathered from the Shanghai dispatches that 
the British government has taken a similar 
course. But beyond that there has been 
no joint action between the two govern- 
ments. 

It may be stated as to the broader ques- 
tion of territorial -extension in China that 
without entering into any formal compact 
with Great Britain on this subject our gov- 
ernment is deeply interested in maintain- 
ing the integrity of China and as Eng- 
land’s policy seems to lie in the Same direc- 
tion, she will thus receive the moral] in- 
fluence OT our attitude, which may be as 
effective as formal joint action. 

The particular interest of our government 
in*this matter is] to maintain the open mar- 
ket for American goods in China. 


Money Lender’s Queer Will. 
From The New York Press. 

One does not usually look to a money 
lender for benevolence, yet the will of Or- 
lando D. Hadsell, of Chicago, makes of the 
man who lent money at 10 per cent a 
month a real philanthropist. The will Is 
an odd legal instrument, both in what it 
says and the way it is said. It gives to 
the somewhat neglected relatives the op- 
portunity, which tihney have seized, of con- 
testing its provisions. It was supposed 
that Mr. Hadsell left at least $200,000, but 
the estate seems to have shrunk to $00,000, 
and this exasperates the relatives aiso. 

The oddest feature in the will is the be- 
quest to clothe, for ninety-nine years, 100 
waif girls, eadh eleven years old. Of 
course to do this a new lot of beneficiaries 
are clad each year. ‘The giris are to get 
the material to fit themselves out in June. 
They are to make their own dresses in a 
week, if they can, and then all are to go 
to a pienic in the new dresses. The in- 
come from the $55,000 will buy a $22 dress, 
which is pretty good stuff for a street waif 
of eleven. 

After the testator has been dead 100 years 
the estate is to be converted into cash and 
equally distributed among 1,000 waifs, with- 
out regard to sex. One thousand bank ac- 
counts are to be opened for the waits, 
and the accounts are to be kept intact un- 
til the recipients are twenty-one years old. 
This would give each child $55 with which 
to start the account. 

The pastor and trustees of the First 
Methodist Episcopal churdh are selected to 
act as executors. These trustees are to 
name their successors. But before the es- 
tate can pass into their hands, by another 
strange provision, it to be placed into 
the hands of Mr. Hadsell’s clerk and house- 
keeper, Mrs. Ellen F, Fisher, for thirty 
years. 

The will is full of obscure passages, both 
in meaning and in penmanship. 
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A Sailor’s Heroism Rewarded. 
From The New York Times. 

John Everitt, of 972. Lafayette avenue, 
Brooklyn, who was chief gunner’s mate on 
the torpedo boat Cushing during the war, 
has been presented with two medals and a 
handsome watdh as a reward for his hero- 
ism in trying to save the life of Ensign 
Breckinridge of the Cushing. 

Shortly before the war broke out the 
Cushing was sent from Key West to Ha- 
vana with dispatches to the Dattleship 
Maine. The Cushing was caught in a fierce 
gaie while off the Cuban coast, and Ensign 
Breckinridge was swept overboard by a 
huge wave. Everitt plunged into the angry 
sea and struck out for the drowning ensign. 
He had almost reached him when a Dig 
wave swept the two men far apart. Everitt 
continued to struggle bravely toward 
Breckinridge. He finally reached the drown- 
ing man, and both were hauled aboard the 
Cushing. Breckinridge died soon after he 
Was taken aboard, 

Secretary Long wrote a complimentary 
letter to Everitt, and at the same time pre- 
sented him wit’: the navy department medal 
of honor. The Benevolent Association of 
New York later presented Everitt with a 
medal. Recently Everitt received a hand- 
some gold watch, suitably inscribed, from 
General Breckinridge, father of the young 
ensign. 


Plans To Win Cuban Trade. 

Manufacturers and exporters of Chicago 
and the west and northwest are preparing 
ta bid for a large share of the Cuban trade 
when the new customs duties go into effect 
January lst. Anticipating an _ extensive 
husiness from these sections, the Illinois 
Central railroad is planning to operate a 
fleet of steamers from New Orleans to Ha- 
Vana and other Cuban ports. In all prob- 
ability the Southern Pacific railway will 
manage the fleet used by the Illinois Cen- 
tral, as these two roads have hitherto 
worked together in the traffic with the 
Cuban and Central American ports. 

Traffic Manager T. J. Hudson, of the Illi- 
nois Central, received a telegram from the 
Southern Pacific Railway Company yester- 
day saying that it was ready to put as 
many boats in the service as the shipments 
made demand. This company operates the 
Morgan line and has its big steamers plying 
hetween the gulf ports and New York. 
Some of these may be diverted to the Cu- 
ban route and the,company is now nego- 
tiating with the government for the repur- 
chase of its steamers which were bought by 
the government during the war. Besides 
these, five big steamers are now being built 
for the Southern Pacific at Newport News. 
Mr.: Hudson is confident that the latter 
company will %e able to supply all the 
boats necessary, but declares that the IIll- 
nois Central will operate its own line if 
there shall be any call for it. Mr. Hudson 
proposes to have a passenger and freight 
service, with triweekly trips from New Or- 
1eans, 

The trade with Cuba has been interrupted 
since Spain imposed its heavy duties. Be- 
cause of the uncertainty of what the new 
rates would be consignees were ynwilling 
to have goods shipped to them. Conse- 
quently [Targe quantities are now in store 
at New Orleans, waiting for January Ist. 

The Illinois Central company has had its 
agents Interview the big shippers in Chica- 
go and the west, and is satisfied that there 
will be large movements of freight just as 
soon as conditions in Cuba become settled. 
His road will enter into keen competition 
with New York and the eastern route. He 
declared yesterday that the Illinois Central 
confidently expects a big share of the 
traffic. 


Plunger Grannan Reinstated. 

New York, December 23.—Riley Grannan 
was reinstated by the stewards of the 
jockey club at a meeting today. Grannan 
had been beaten in the courts and on the 
turf, and his pardon is a voluntary act of 
clemency on the part of the jockey club. 
He was ruled off in 1896 on the charge «f 
having violated the rule of racing, which 
rohibits the giving of presents to jockeys 
by any one other than the owner for whom 
the jockey rides.

DEMOCRATS SUBMIT 
A MINORITY REPORT 


Military Affairs Committee Will Have 
Twe Documents for Congress. 


THE HULL BILL IS OPPOSED 


Opposition Measure Cafis for a Stand- 
ing Army of 30,000 Men. 


THE VOLUNTEERS ARE PROVIDED FOR 


Draft of the Minority Paper Has Been 
Filed with the Clerk of the House 
of Representatives. 


Washthigton, December 23.—The minority 
of the house committee on military affairs 
today filed with clerk their report in 
Opposition to the Hull bill for the increase 
of the regular army to 100,00 men. It is as 
follows: | 

“The minority of the committee dissen 
from the views of the majority of the com- 
mittee because the Dill reported makes a 
permanent standing army for the United 
States of over 100,000 men. Such an army 
is not necessary to be maintained in this 
country now, neither because of our rela- 
tions to the islands of the sea nor because 
of any necessity which in the past year has 
arisen in this country itself. The evils of 
standing armies are too well Known to be 
dilated upon here. Such a standing army 
as the one proposed would in time of peace 
be a menace to the liberty of citizens and 
in time of war would not be sufficient to 
meet successfully the armies the first- 
Class powers of the world. Happily we are 
So situated that a large Standing army is 
not a necessity and would only be a lux- 
ury to be supported by the taxes of the 
people. It is estimated that the Hull bill 
will cost the people annually the sum of 
3150,000,000. This would be a permanent 
charge upon the people; $145,000,000 are being 
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paid annually to the soldiers of the civil 
war and the war with Spain, thus placing 
a permanent charge of $295,000,000 upon the 
peop-e of the United States, and this to 
maintain the military establishment alone 
to say nothing of the navy. The passage of 
this bill means the practical destruction of 
the national guard and the volunteer troops 
of the states. With such a large standing 
army the citizen soldiery of the country 
would feel that it was not necessary to 
prepare for war in time of peace, nor to g0 
to war in time of war. The taxes which 
are now so burdensome to the people will 
continue to be collected and will rather be 
increased than otherwise. No hope of eco- 
numica] administration can be indulged in 
while such permanent and lavish expendi- 
ture is provided for. 

“It is well understood that the great cor- 
porate interests of the country are demand- 
ing this large standing army, their reasons 
forsvuch ademand being too Gdvious to be 
pointed out. These interests want force to 
enforce their demands and a _ president 
dominated by such interests would have 
with such a. standing army the means at 
his hand to invade the liberties of the peo- 
ple, to suppress freedom of speech and to 
desecrate the ballot box itself.’’ 

It is needless, however, to continue to 
point out the many evils of this bill; suf- 
fice it to say that both in form and sub- 
stance it overturns the policy which has 
been pursued so successfully by this gov- 
ernment for so many years and launches 
the country upon a course which can only 
terminate in the destruction of the liberties 
of the people. 

The minority holding 
expressed, have thought they owed it to 
the country to present to the of 
representatives a substitute for the bill re- 
ported by the majority. They herewith re- 
port said substitute as embodying every 
need of the government in its present con- 
dition and at the same time preserving 
with scrupulous care the liberty of the citi- 
zen and avoiding the evils of a great stand- 
ing army. 

The substitute provides for a permanent 
standing army of 30,000 enlisted men, about 
the number in the army before the war 
with Spain. 

The substitute also provides for 50,000 
volunteers to be taken from the states and 
territories and the District of Columbia in 
proportion to population; theses volunteers 
are to be mustered out of the service of the 
United States within two years from the 
date of the passage of the act unless sooner 
terminated. Their organization is to be the 
same as that of the regular army. Volun- 
teer organizations now in service are to be 
given preference as to re-enlistment, All 
volunteers now in the service of the 
United States are to be mustered out with- 
in sixty days from the passage of this act. 
The necessity for this body of volunteer 
troops arises from the relations which the 
United Siates zovernment now bears to 
Porto Rico, Cuba, the Philippines, the Ha- 
waiian islands and the Ladrone islands. 

Fifty thousand men are very near the 
mark which the general of the army said 
would be necessary in the islands in his 
testimony before the commission on mili- 
tary affairs. 

Representative Hay, of Virginia, who pfe- 
pared the minority report, estimates that 
the regular army establishment provided 
for in the minority substitute would entail 
an annual expenditure of $30,000,000 or about 
$1,000 per man, and that the volunteer force 
of 530,000 by the calculation would cost over 
$50,000,000, or a total during the existence 
of the volunteer army of $80,000,000. The 
war department is preparing official esti- 
mates, which will be ready in a few days.

DEPEW DECLARES FOR EXPANSIBN 


The Address Is Full of Patriotism 
and a High Tribute Is Paid the 
Work Done by the United 
States During Present 
Year. 


Buffalo, N. Y., December 23.—The Inde- 
pendent Club had as its guest this evening 
the Hon. Chauncey M. Depew. The feature 
of the banquet room decoratiors was the 
handsome intertwining of the stars and 
stripes and the union jack. 

A letter of regret from ex-Senator D. B. 
Hill was read-in which he referred to the 
guest of the evening as ‘‘our mutual friend, 
soon to be United States senator from the 
Empire State.’ Mr. Hill’s letter was re- 
celved with hearty applause, as was Mr. 
Depew who was introduced a moment later. 

Mr. Depew took for his theme ‘'1898."’ He 
said in part: 

‘‘We face this Christmas tide events as 
vital to our country as many in the past 
have been met and successfully answered. 
The federation of Washington in 1798 has 
developed into the United States of 1898 
with that inherent power which is always 
attached to national society, of acquiring 
territory by conquest or cession. No nation- 
al lawyer will doubt that among the re- 
served powers of society which belong to 
us as a nation is the right to administer 
the affairs of territories acquired by con- 
quest or by cession, under such form of 
government as congress and the executive 
may prescribe. But to great numbers of 
wise and good people, to govern any of the 
possessions of the United States except 
as the people would govern themselves 
seems illogical and contrary to the doctrine 
of independence and the constitution of the 
United States. 

“Providence, in the wise purposes which 
it has for nations, makes the precedents and 
conditions from which alone the logic of 
those cdnditions can be argued. We make 
war against a foreign power and for the 
first time in the history of the world solely 
for humanity. The werld cannot understand 
and the world stands by to sneer and scoff. 
To maintain order in Cuba until her people 
shall be able to maintain a stable govern- 
ment of liberty and law is humargty. To 
incorporate Porto Rico in our domain, re- 
lieve its citizens from oppression and give 
them g0od government is humanity. To 
permit the bloody hand of Spain to again 
grasp the throats of ten millions of Filipi- 
nos or to pass them over to the tender mer- 
cles of Huropean governments would be in- 
hiuman and cowardly; it would be refusing 
the mission which providence has distinct- 
ly forced upon us. 

Liberty They Will Enjoy. 

“We must judge of the future cf these 
possessions, not by the oppressions they 
have suffered, but by the liberty which 
they will enjoy’ General W ood, governor- 
ing the prwvince of Santiago, gives an object 
lesson in American liberty, law and oppor- 
tunity. The most unsettled province in 
Cuba resumes all the arts of peace, as its 
people understand that they are to be pro- 
tected in thheir persons and property, and 
that as fast as they demonstrate capacity 
for self-government they will be advanced 
to positions in the civil and mility service. 

“We have the opinion of Dewey, one of 
the great men whom this was has devel- 
oped, and of General Merritt, a wise ob- 
server, that when the inh: ibitants of the 
Philippine islands appreciate what Ameri- 
can protection and law mean, they will 
become one of the most obedient, law- 
abiding and productive populations in the 
world. 

“The vast trade of Cuba, which hereto- 
fore went to Spain and to E urope, will now 
come to us and’ be enormously increased 
by Americans who will flock there with 
capital and energy. The development of 
the island will necessarily be by leaps and 
bounds, because it deserves. by its location, 
its climate and the richness of its soil, its 
mineral possessions and its fore Sts, its ti- 
tle of the ‘Gem of the Antilles.’ 

“The $34,000,000 of exports from 
Rico, of which all but $4,060,000 have gone 
to Spain, will now come to us, enhanced 
many fold by American enterprise and im- 
migration. 

“The Philippines to 
like Java to Holland, under the inspiring 
influences of American opportunity, of 
American schools and American hope, will 
be an immense market and a large source 
of revenue and above the cost of adminis- 
tration for the United States. 


Will Keep the Door Open. 

“Our government. firmly planted, 
not only enter the ‘open door’ of the ori- 
ent for the products of our fields and our 
factories, but when the great boot of Un- 
cle Sam is put in the crack of the door 
which continental nations would close, 
there will be no musket jammed upon that 
boot to compel its withdrawal. 

“The marvelous victories of our navy 
and army, condensing into a hundred days 
the struggle of a hundred years for the 
overthrow of the colonia: tyranny of Spain, 
have spiritualized us with that fire of 
brain and blood which came to the Greeks 
after Marathon, to the English after Agin- 
court, to Americans after the battle of San- 
tiago. In 1898 we have become citizens of 
the world. We thave become the foremost 
power. The boy at school has heen wont 
for half a century to recite with wonder 
and bated breath Daniel Webster’s mag- 
nificent tribute to the world power of 
Britain, ‘whose morning drum beat fol- 
lowed the sun and, keeping company with 
the hours, circles the earth with one con-

The dairy industry in Alabama 
was discussed by Mr. T. H. Bote, the sec- 
retary and treasurer of the Dairymen’s 
Association of that stata. 

In his address fre said that the indus- 
try was growing in Alabama and that it 
would soen be on an equality with any 
state in the south. He answered many 
questions which were asked by the mem- 
bers of the convention ane showed that 
he was thoroughly familla® with all the 
details about dairy products. In elosing 
his address he thanked the Georgia con- 
vention for the kindness showe him anid 
invited the members present to attend the 
Alabama convention when it met.

Zola’s Table Not the Only Article Un- 


der the Hammer.

The Zola sale in France, at which a little 
table was sold for more than 250 times its 
value, recalls many instances of remarkable 
bids at auction sales. Zola’'s table was 
worth £4 (Cs, but the first bid for it was 
£1,250, amdithe auction became probably 
unique in the anrals of sales by being 
closed after a single bid. 

It is not the first time 
been sold for such a remarkable sum, 
though it is probably the first time that 
such anarticle has fetched such a big price. 
Cicero’s tabte was put up to auction after 
his death, but the highest bid was£750.

About Southern Soils. 

“There been a greater advance in 
the development of the natural resources 
and the manufacture of the raw material 
than in the agricultural regions, where 
nothing imperative 
ful and 
their capacity so 
cuperation may be adopied. 
grower is no more to blame than 
crop man. All suffer when the product 
is larger than the market. I wish that 
the southern people could realize as. I do 
how well adapted their soil !s to the pro- 
duction of domestic animals. Yet each of 
the gulf states spends in the neighborhood 
of half a million doliars a vear for mules 
brought from Missouri and the states far- 
ther north. They could breed them at 
home just as well. masses can be grown 
that are entirely suitable for fodder, the 
climate is mild so that the animals do not 
have to be itered, and pasturage ean 
be had all. the year round. During the 
hot season an abundance of fodder could 
be afforded by growing such legumes as 
cowpeas, sand vetch and the velvet bean 
Georgia last year produced 600,000 tons of 
cotton seed, enough to fatten all the 400,000 
head of cattle which we shipped abroad. 
If mixed with corn fodder, crab grass or 
any other nutrient it is the best kind of 
fattening material. 

“Dairy products are in demand the world 
over. The young farmers of the south 
should all be sent to agricultural] colleges 
that have dairy schools in order to study 
the science of butter and cheese-making. 
Early Lands and Early Vegetables. 

“The mutton sheep thrives admirably in 
the south. It can Braze all the year round, 
and be fattened at less expense than in 
any other section. The southern farmers 
Should supply the northern market with 
early lambs they now do with early 
vegetables. 

“The south has long been famous for its 
bacon, but the people, nevertheless, import 
tons of it from the packing houses of Chi- 
cago, Omaha, Kansas City and other places 
in the north. The extension of the dairy 
industry would support an immense tnum- 
ber of hogs as a bi-product. : 

“IT do not see why the southern farmers 
do not produce more first-class saddle and 
carriage horses. They have a few now 
such as we saw in Augusta, but they are far 
behind the north in this particular, not- 
withstanding their superior advantages 
The agricultural department is just now 
issuing a report on the foreign markets for 
horses, and the southern farmers ought to 
study it. 

“The pouliry interests might be indefinite- 
ly extended with great protit. There is no 
reason why we should have to buy eggs and 
chickens in Canada if the farmers of the 
south will take hold of it and find the best 
breeds for their climate. The leading men 
of the south in the cities and elsewhere 
should take the farmers by the hand. The 
railroads should offer freight facilities, and 
the state and courty authorities should hold 
agricultural fairs with tempting premiums 
for all classes of stock. The towns would 
share the benefit of the development of the 
agricultural region and be amply rewarded. 

Higher Education in Agriculture. 

“They are doing something in the way of 
agricultural education in the south, but 
not half enough. Tuskegee furnishes an ex- 
ample of what ought to be done in every 
state and county. Northern people can well 
afford to study the methods of Professor 
Washington, because they apply Just as well 
to one section as to the other, and to the 
white people as well as to the blacks. But 
the whites should have more institutions 
for higher education in agriculture, such as 
is now afforded by the state cvlleges'§ en- 
dowed by congress. The rudiments of an 
industrial education are taught at Tuskegee. 
That institution is turning out artisans and 
educators among the humbler and poorer 
classes of citizens. The state colleges en- 
dowed by congress furnish a higher grade 
of scientific learning, and I am glad to see 
that Alabama is getting schools of this sort 
scattered over the state. I understand that 
the legislature is now appropriating $300,000 
a year to sustain an agricultural college in 
each congressional district, and the teach- 
ers come from the state college. No coun- 
try, no section, needs the application of 
scientific knowledge to agriculture so much 
as the south, and to no section does it offer 
such great profits.’’ 

Every State Should Have a Tuskegee. 

Speaking further about the work done at 
Tuskegee, Secretary Wilson said: 

“There is great need of just such an in- 
stitution, or several such institutions, not 
only in every state in the south, but in 
every state in the union. Congiess in 1863 
endowed an institution in each of the states 
to educate the young farmer and the young 
mechanic. The intention was at that time 
to give the young farmer a Knowledge of 
the sciences that relate to his life work.

It is true 
they don’t know how to reason very 
well, but reason falls short in a great 
many directions in this world. 

However, it is to be taken for granted 
that you have prepared to make your 
own family as happy as possible. It is 
according to nature to do so. But, as 
grace is above nature, so there are other 
preparations which we trust you have 
made. There are others besides your 
own family who have claimson you. Of 
course, you know why Christmas is cele- 
‘brated. The small boy with his tin horn 
and his firecrackers may have forgotten 
it—though it is a pity if you have allow- 
ed yourself io forget it—but the proba- 
bility is that you will remember it when 
we jog your memory. 

Don’t let the noise and uproar lead 
your mind away from the real nature of 
the celebration that is to take place. On 
that day a little child was born in a 
manger, with only the dumb beasts to 
pity Him and his mother. It was a birth 
as mysterious in its nature and as im- 
portant to the sons and daughters 
of ‘men as the creation of the world 
itself; for that child, born in the 
midst of poverty, with only’ the 
kine to sigh over Him, was _ the 
Saviour of the world, the Son of God 
avho had elected to take upon Himself 
the passion and sorrow and miseries of 
a sinful world, so that those who follow- 
ed Him might find forgiveness. 

He was born in poverty, and in pover- 
ty He lived and died. He gave all and 
received nothing. This being so, it is 
fitting that, when you are celebrating 
His birth, you should meditate on the 
lesson of His life and, in your own poor 
human way, try to bring happiness to a 
larger number of people each succeeding 
year. It costs so little to bring a gleam 
of happiness into the hearts of the chil- 
dren of the poor! 

If times are a little harder with you this 
year, think how hard they must be on 


the poor, and measure in your mind the | 


privations their children are compelled 
to suffer. You do not need to have a 
very vivid imagination to bring the 
whole pitiful case before you; and you 
do not need to be very tender-hearted 
nor very charitably inclined to be deeply 
touched and moved by the thoughts that 
will come to you unless, indeed, your 


heart is closed to every consideration of 


humanity. 

So much can be done with such a little 
effort that we sometimes wonder that 
there should be any suffering or distress 
in any Christian community in the land. 


A Word About the Weather Man. 

As the weather is the most convenient 
topic of conversation, it is natural that 
people should talk a great dea! about it. 
All that is necessary to start a conversa- 
tion going is to make some remark about 
the weather. The company is certain to 
know something about it. Occasionally 
-it gives rise to some original observa- 
tions, and it may even be used to admin- 
ister a rebuke. For instance, when Mrs. 
A cries: ‘“‘Isn’t this weather dreadful?’ 
and Mrs. B replies: “Oh, I don’t think 
s0; I enjoy every moment of it,” you 
may know that Mrs. B has partially set- 
. tled an old score. 

‘Nowadays, however, the weather man 
and his predictions have come in to for- 
tify and sustain the versatility of those 
who fondly dwell on the state of the at- 
mosphere—¢specially when, as usually 
happens, either the predictions fal] short 
of the results, or the results do not come 
up to the predictions. There is another 
difficulty, too, namely, the tendency on 
the part of a great many peopie to read 
between the lines of the forecast and ex- 
aggerate it. 

For instance, it was noised abroad 
Thursday that the weather man had pre- 


‘ 


dicted a tremendous fall of temperature, 
and cautious people were advised to cut 
off the water from the pipes. Now, the 
weather man who is stationed in Atlanta 
: has plenty of- difficulties to contend with,

and his forecast should be accepted as 
he gives it without reading into it all 
sorts of absurd exaggerations. He can 
only go by the advices he receives from 
Washington. At most, he can only pre- 
sent the possibilities of a situation which 
the caprice of the weather may change 
at any moment. 

What happens in Atlanta is usually 
the unexpected. The town is peculiarly 
situated, especially with respect to some 
of the currents that contro! the weather. 


For instance, it is not within the mem-. 


ory of man that a cyclone or even a 
damaging hurricane ever swept over the 
city’s site. There must be some reason 
for this exemption, and whatever the 
cause that carries these whirling storms 
far from the city it is a cause that 
must have some influence on those less 
ferocious currents that carry the weather 
about with them. 

Therefore, when some forecast of the 
weather man fails to justify itself, it is 
hardly fair to attribute the failure to 
anything but the ordinary versatility of 
Atlanta with respect to the weather. For 
instance, the information of observers 
in various parts of the country may indi- 
cate a considerable change in the tem- 
perature, and the fact is sent out and 
published; but it may happen that these 
conditions may meet with some obstruc- 
tion before they reach Atlanta, as is the 
case with cyclones. 

If there were some sort of obstruction 
that would turn the east wind aside, 
Aftlanta’s climate would be perfect. But 
even with the east wind, which causes 
the judicious to grieve, our weather is as 
fing as any other weather. 


Not Pleased. 

Naturally enough, The Springfield Re- 
publican doesn’t admire Mr. Bryan’s po- 
sition on the Philippine question. He is 
too conservative. He doesn’t rip, and 
rear, and snort and contend that expan- 
sion would mean “imperialism.” And, 
then, he thinks the treaty should be rati- 
fied without delay. This, to The Repub- 
lican and the other wild-eyed anti-im- 
perialists of the east, igs nothing less 
than treason. 

Their programme 1s to oppose the 
treaty unless those who favor it will con- 
sent to its amendment in a way to deny 
the exercise of sovereignty, as has been 
done in the case of Cuba. The Republi- 
can says that such an amendment would 
cause “only slight delay.”’ .Does our con- 
temporary count on no opposition to 
such an amendment on the part of the 
annexationists? ‘We venture to say that 
if the issue were made, ratification of the 
treaty would be indefinitely delayed, and 
the democratic party would be held re- 
sponsible for the delay by the people, 

Of course, Mr. Bryan igs not going to 
walk into a trap so conveniently set. He 
has already declared that the treaty 
should be promptly ratified. When that 
is done, the people of the country can 
dispose of the Philippine question as 
they see fit. But we warn democrats 
that they need expect no assistance from 
eastern republicans in any event, wheth- 
er the party opposes or favors annexa- 
tion. 
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Illness of Bishop Decker. 

The serious illness of Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Becker, of the Roman Catholic diocese, 
of Savannah, is a matter of concern to 
the people of the state. 

Standing as he does, as one of the pil- 
lars of church-work in Georgia, he has 
centered around himself influences and 
results which have made of him a great 
foree in affairs. The world little knows 
in the hurry and excitement of political 
and business matters, how much it owes 
to those quiet and earnest men who have 
devoted their lives to the elevation of 
their fellows and to the development of 
a high plane of morals. 

‘Bishop Becker came to Georgia as the 
successor of Archbishop Gross, recently 
deceased, and at once took high stand as 
a man of simplicity of manner, but great 
directness of purpose. Under his admin- 
istration his eburch has grown in every 
line. The Constitution sincerely hopes 
that his life may be spared for many 
years of such effective work as he has 
been giving to the state since his com- 
ing into it. 
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The Talk of Expansion. 

In the general discussion of expan- 
sion, it must not be forgotten that there 
is a difference between political expan- 
sion and commercial expansion. 

While the subject of -political expan- 


; Sion has connected with it many impor- 


tant corollaries which demand time for 
consideration and about which there 
will necessarily be much division of 
opinion, there can be no hesitancy as 
to the necessity for commercial expan- 
sion. With the growing importance of 
our country, foreign fields for trade be- 
cOMe necessary. Our agricultural in- 
terests have for years been so large that 
they bave had to seek foreign channels 
for exploitation. Gradually our com- 
mercial and manufacturing interests 
have grown apace, until the time has 
arrived when we must enter the foreign 
field, and find sale for our wares wher- 
ever we may. 

It is because of this growing want for 
a market that our business men have 
been looking with much interest upon 
the opening of the Pacific shores of Asia, 
as well as upon the development of the 
African continent. In this great anx- 
iety for new fields of trade the south is 
peculiarly interested. The new coun- 
tries which are now being opened for 
modern Civilization are self-supporting 
so far as provisions and supplies are 
concerned, but they are in need of the 
fabrics which go to cover the human 
body. The very first demand which 
will be made upon the markets of the 
world by these newly enlightened peo- 
ples will be upon the cotton and cotton 
products which the southern states of 
America have to offer. 

Recent figures furnished asto the 
growing trade on the coast of China 
bear out this contention; and Consul 
Fowler, stationed at Chee-Fu in China. 
in discussing the importance at that 
‘port shows the great increase in Ameri- 
can products which have been entered 
there. The shipment of drills, which 
were in 1893 37,679 pieces, increased in 
1897 to 142,955 pieces. In jeans, the in- 
crease was from 900 to 4,260 pieces. and 
in sheetings from 85,055 to 336,741 pieces. 
This is the proportion in which the de- 
mand has grown for goods which it is 
the peouliar province of the southern 
states of Amertca to supply, whether it 
be from the cotton grower in the fiela, 
or from the cotton manufacturer in At- 
lanta, Columbus or Augusta. They dem- 
onstrate very plainly the magnitude of

countries thrown open ag soon as pos- 
sibie. The value of foreign imports into 
Ghee-Fu in 1897 was $8,602,547, of which 
there went for articles exclusively Amer- 
ican $2,085,684. While this is almost one- 
fourth of the entire value of foreign 
imports, it is not to be supposed that 
it represents all of our trade, because 
of the defective records which are kept. 
Equally as good returns can be obtained 
from Hong Kong and the ports of Japan 
and other Asiatic countries. All of this 
leads us to suggest that while time may 
wait upon the political side of expan- 
sion, no time should be lost in 
pushing its commercial side. The trade 


of the world can be brought to our feet ; 


if the government will have an eye sin- 
gle to that purpose. 

With hundreds of millions of people to 
be clothed, the south has a more than 
ordinary interest in all those commer- 
cial movements which will enable her 
business men to reach this trade and to 
retain it. 
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Ex-Senator Patrick Walsh. 

Ex-United States Senator Walsh has 
turned over the duties attendant upon 
the mayoralty of Augusta to Mr. Phin- 
izy, and will take a rest with the hope of 
recuperating his health. 

The career of Mr. Walsh has been a 
distinguished one. Coming into Georgia 
poor and unknown, by integrity of char- 
acter and patriotism to his adopted home 
he has built up for himself a reputation 
which endears him to every citizen of 
the state. It might well be said that of 
all the public men of Georgia Mr. Walsh 
stands nearest and more familiar to more 
people than any other man in it. Al- 
ways genial, pleasant and full of human 
sympathy, he attached those who met 
him by bonds stronger than steel. His 
fidelity to his friends was fitly recognized 
by the action of Governor Northen in 
appointing him to fill a vacancy in the 
United States senate. 

As an apostle of the fndustrial devel- 
opment of Georgia, Mr. Walsh stands 
pre-eminent. His services in collating 
facts and drawing attention to the won- 
derful resources of his state will stand 
for him as a monument of which any 
man might be proud. All Georgians must 
join in the hope that their distinguished 
fellow citizen may soon be restored and 
be enabled to move among them once 
again. 
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Women No Longer Wanted. 


On the ist of January the Chicago 
and ‘Northwestern Railroad Company 
will dispense with all of its female em- 
ployees. 

The order, which has been issued to 
that effect, states that two hundred wo- 
men stenographerg and clerks will be 
affected, and they will all have to go ex- 
cept the very small number whose long 
service makes their retention a matter of 
justice. The order embraces the entire 
Northwestern system, and has created 
unbounded consternation along the line. 

While the Officers of the railroad com- 
pany refuse to discuss the reason for 
this step, it is taken for granted that 
they have found the employment of wo- 
men, even though cheaper, to be un- 
profitable in the long run. Women 
can never qualify themselves to spend 
a lifetime at any one business, as they 
are liable at any time to get married, 
no matter how urgently their services 
may be needed. In all large institu- 
tions, employees naturally become the 
expert custodians of the business of 
their employers, and their continued 
service is necessary. 

All of this leads back to the old con- 
clusion, which modern apostles of ad- 
vancement are too apt to forget, that 
men have been made by nature 
of the world, and 
that it is their duty to take care of 
mothers, wives and sisters. While it is 
desirable that lines of work should be 
opened for women who have cares de- 
pending upon them, vet it is not public 
policy to encourage the employment of 
women to the displacement of men. It 
is the duty of every man to work, as 
it ig also the duty of evéry one to have 
a wife, and thus provide for many of 
those who are now at work. It is all 
very well to talk about impossible con- 
ditions and demoralize the mind with 
anticipations which can never be real- 
ized; but this is only one place around 
which the hopes and ambitions of every 
man should center—the fireside—and 
sitting by it, aiding him in that way 
in which only a wife can aid a husband, 
should be the partner of his jovs and his 
sorrows. If man and woman thus unit- 
ed will do their full duty there will be 
quite as much as the man can do to 
meet the outside world and to earn the 
living, while the task of keeping the 
home in order will furnish the utmost 
labor and pleasure of which any woman 
is capable. 

But the other day The 
noticed the statement of Tabor 
missioner Rozelle, of Missouri, about 
the large increase of grass widows 
seeking employment, As to the secret 
of this neglect or unwillingness of men 
to carry out their obligations, as well 
ag the too ready disposition of many 
women to shirk them as well, that is a 
matter difficult of solution. Certain it 
is that there is something wrong in the 
system which cuts down men’s wages, 
which disnlaceg them from work, and 
which leads women to a preference for 
work on the outside to taking care of 
the home. Students of human nature 
and of modern conditions would do well 
to take up this subject until some rem- 
edy has heen proposed. 

It is probable that the managers of the 
Northwestern system are working on 
this line. Whether they have seized 
the right remedy or not, is something 
which remains to be seen. .

| HAVE WE OUTGROWN 


OUR CONSTITUTION 


At the recent New England Society ban- 
guet, in New York, General Merritt was 
one of the orators. 

Speaking of territorial expansion, the 
general said: “But it is suggested that 
the constitution forbids it. We have out- 
grown the constitution.” 

This is the utterance of a soldier—a man 
who believes in the power of the sword; 
and in whose eyes civil institutions and 
laws are merely the changing fashions of 
the time. 


If our military héroes have so jittle re- 
spect for the organic law of the republic, 
it would be well not to give them the op- 
portunity of airing their opinions. 

The federal constitution is the most per- 
fect work of the kind in existence. ond 
Mr. Gladstone declared that it had never 
been cquiled in the world’s history. Its 
framers builded wise: than tney knew, and 
gave to their countrymen a fundamentai 
law so comprehensive and expansive that it 
has met every emergency, in peace and in 
war. 

It was adopted when our little nation of 
less than four million people occupied a 
narrow strip along the Atlantic coast, but 
it has been found strong enough and broad 
enough to meet the requirements of the 
eighty million Americans who now dwell 
between the St. Lawrence and-the Rio 
Grande, and the coming of a few addition- 
al bits of territory under our flag should 
not be made the pretext for setting it 
aside. 

So far from being forbidden by our con- 
stitution, territorial expansion was provid- 
ed for in that instrument. 

From the days of Adams and Jefferson 
we have been committed to the policy of 
acquiring new territory, when we believed 
it to be wise and profitable. 

The chief objections urged to the acqui- 
sition of Hawaii, Porto Rico, Cuba and the 
Philippines is that it would be dangerous 
to admit them some day into the union 
as states. 

We are not bound to turn our conquered 
or purchased possessions into states. The 
inhabitants of Alaska, under our rule, en- 
joy the blessings of free government, but 
nobody talks of giving them the rights 
of statehood. For about a half-century we 
have owned and governed New Mexico. 
but it has not been admitted into the union 
of states. 

This system of territorial government has 
existed ever since the constitution was 
framed. What is the matter with it now? 

If the system is good enough for the 
people of New Mexico, why will it not do 
for the people of Cuba, Porto Rico, the 
Philippines and Hawali? 

The question of turning-a territory into a 
state is left entirely to the discretion of 
congress. That body has left New Mexico 
and. it has 
the right to leave it in that condition five 


' hundred years or forever. 


It is said that it is not wise to reach out 
for possessions in the orient and deal with 
new problems and strange _§ races. The 
American people have managed to solve 
their problems in the past and they have 
always had to control strange races, 

There is nothing in the constitution whica 
forbids our government to acquire property 
by conquest. or purchase, and the disposi- 
tion of such property is left to congress. 

The Philippines are not so far away as 
they seem. As Henry Watterson says, 
they are not as distant from the Golden 
Gate as San Francisco was from Wash- 
ington when California was made a state. 
Modern invention, with its steam and elec- 
tric agencies, has almost annihilated dis- 
tance. 

Europe is trying to build up new markets 
in Africa; the United States must find 
new customers in Asia. 


There is not even the shadow of a consti- 
tutional question involved in this matter 
of territorial expansion. It is purely and 
simply a question of national duty and 
policy. 

We have made the mistake of supposing 
that our immense and rapidly growing pop- 
ulation would find a sufficient demand for 
its products in home markets. The cry of 
overproduction and the spectacle of lan- 
gZuishing industries have opened our eyes. 

There is but one remedy for overproduc- 
tion, and it is the control of new markets 
with hundreds of millions of new custom- 
ers. These markcts will soon consume more 
than cur surpius product. The planting of 
ur netiona) standard in the West Indies, 
in Ravana and in the Philippines, with the 
assured speedy completion of the Nicara- 
gua canal, will open to our traders, pro- 
ducers ard tanufacturers the 
American countries and the erowded re- 
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| gions of the orient. 


There is nothing in this prospect to jus- 
tify the declaration that we have outgrown 
the constitution. On the contrary, we 
should be more than ever devoted to an 
organic law under whose provisions we 
have so satisfactorily dealt with the prob- 
lem of territorial expansion in the past, 
and in whose letter and spirit we find our 
authority for similar experiments in fu- 
ture, 

Soldiers are out of their sphere when they 
discuss questions of law. They care very 
little fer constitutions. General Merritt, 
fcr instance, thought it 2 fine thing to 
Say that we had outgrown our constitution, 
but he could not have realized the danger- 
ous suggestions conceded in his blunt 
words, 


If we have outgrown the constitution. we 
are drifting toward anarchy or military 
despotism. 

It would be risking the very existence of 
the republic to call a national convention 
to revise our present fundamental law. 

Whenever the constitution requires a 
change, the safest way is to follow the 
provisions in it in regard to amendments. 

General Merritt’s idea was favored by the 


' extreme radicals who, at the close of the 


civil war, desired to punish and oppress 
the southern states and strip them of all 
their rights as members of the union. 

What we need is a better understand- 
ing of the constitution and a greater de- 
gree of reverence for it in every Ameri- 
can home. Patriots who have not yielded 
to the despotic spirit of militarism have 
not outgrown it, and they never will. It is 
broad enough to cover every state and 
every territory, present and future, from 
the occident to the orient!

He 
will take a train for Tampa tomorrow, will 
sail from there to Hayana, will then go by 
railroad to Cienfuegos, and thence to Trini-

to Atlanta are higher than rates from the 
west to Charleston, Savannah and Jack- 
sonville. Western points can ship either all 
rail through the southeast or by rail ta 
eastern ports and thence by steamship or 
sailing vessel to the south Atlantic ports, 
This combination of rail and water gives a 
low through rate from the west to the 
south Atlantic. The all-rail lines must 
either meet it and carry traffic at a small 
margin of profit or raise their charges and 
go out of the business altogether. It is 
contended that no injustice is done to At- 
lanta by this arrangement because, if the 
rates were advanced by the all-rail 
routes from the west to the south Atlantic 
ports, the interior cities would not be ben- 
efited at all. 

With respect to rates to Montgomery, it 
is shown that the city has water competl- 
tion, and if the roads did not meet jt at 
that point, the water lines would do the 
business. 

Mobile also has water competition, and 
that accounts for her lower rates. 

Rates to the southeastern ports are reg- 
ulated by water competition. The all-rall 
lines from the east do not attempt to com- 
pete with the water lines for Florida bus- 
iness. 

The railway officials state that they are 
anxious to do everything legitimate for At- 
lanta, whose importance as a commercial 
center they realize and appreciate. Rail- 
ways are mindful of the commercial points 
which they serve. But cities which have 
water competition have natural advantages 
which cities possessing only rail competi: 
tion do not always enjoy. 

The report concludes with the declaration 
that the roads entering Atlanta are ai- 
ways glad to take up rate questions with 
commercial bodies here. Irregularities are 
bound to creep into rate schedules, and the 
traffic officers will always correct them 
when brought to their attention. 

The report is signed by W. W. Finley, 
second vice president Southern railway; J. 
M. Egan, vice president Central of Geor- 
gia railway; T. K. Scott, general manager 
Georgia railroad; T. George C. Smith, pres- 
ident Atlanta and West Point railroad; E

and H. F. Smith, traffic manager Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis.

GIVEN TIMELY WARNING. 


Receiver Cowen and Murray Take a 
Commendable Stand. 

Messrs. Cowen and Murray, receivers of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, announce 
that after January 1: 1899, they will abso- 
lutely maintain their published rates, and 
they say that they will report any viola- 
tions by other roads to the inter-state com- 


congressional committee to select another 
location. Of course it is impossibie to pre- 
dict what site will be selected, but it is safe 
to say, however, that if the decision is 
made to move from the present location, 
the new one will be in the renter of the 
city, convenient to all the business dis- 
tricts., 

The disposal of the o!d building in no way 
hampers the erection of a new one on an- 
other site. It has been guggested that it 
' would be well for the city to purchase the 
Oid federal building for a city hall. Colonel 
Livingston says the government makes no 
6uch requirement of the city. He thinks, 
however, the building could be purchased 
at a reasonable figure, and thinks it would 
be an excellent trade for the city. 

“There would be no trouble, however,”’ 
Said he, “in disposing of this building. The- 
property is valuable, and I ran sell it in 
Baltimore right now for more money than 
the city will give for it. The government 
Bealizes the property can be sold, and the 
old building, therefore, cuts no figure in 
the erection of a new building elsewhere. 

‘The solution of the question depends 
largely on the city. It is with you to de- 
cide whether you want a new building on 
a new site or on the present site. While 
the erection of the gtructure is not condi- 
tional in any way on the city’s purchase 
of the old, yet, I think if the city wouid in- 
timate that in the course of five years— 
when the new building is completed—it 
might be willing to purchase the old at a 
fair price, this expression would aid in 
securing the appropriation. My bill will 
come up first on the calendar after the 
holidays. We must get the appropriation 
in the sundry civil bill, or the matter wil 
have to lie over until next winter.’’ 

Will Be Magnificent Structure. 

Congressman Livingston’s bill provides 
for a magnificent new building, to be erect- 
ed out of Georgia granite. It contemplates 
a building three stories high, to be one of 
the most magnificent structures in the 
country. As the government never insuresy 
its buildings, it will be fireproof, and in 
order to avoid the danger of catching fire 
from contiguous buildings, there will be a 
thirty-foot sidewalk entirely around the 
structure. It will be provided with ade- 
quate fire apparatus, so that a fire could 
be extinguished in short order in any part 
of the buiiding. 

“Senator Clay,’’ said Colonel Livingston, 
‘‘has introduced a bill in the senate appro- 
priating an amount for repairing the old 
building. I went to him the other day, and 
he agreed with me, that the city needed a 
much better structure. He decided that if 
the people of Atlanta wanted a new build- 
ing, he would support my bil, but that if 
the people did not want a new building, he 
would urge the passage of ‘his.”’

As to Nashville and Memphis. 

One complaint was that the rates from 
the east to Memphis and Nashville are 
very much lower than the rates from the 
east to Atlanta. 

It is submitted that Chattanooga brougiht 
@ case before the inter-state commerce 
commission to test this alleged discrimina- 
tion, and the case is now pending in the 
courts. 

Thexines running through Atlanta state 
that the rates to Nashville are based on 
the trunk lines rateg from the east to Cin- 
cinnati and Lauisville in combination with 
the water rates from those points to Nash- 
Ville. The trunk line rates are very low 
because the roads north of the Ohio hay- 
ing so much larger volume of business, 
can afford to haul it for a less charge than 
the southern roads can afford to haul 
smaller quantities. The roads into and 
through Atlanta declare that they cannot 
contro] the rates from the east to Nash- 
ville, and jn order to carry any traffic from 
the east to Nashville, the lines by Atlanta 
have to mect the rates which they find 
at Nashvilie. It they were to go out of 
Nashviile and Memphis carrying trade al- 
together, they would lose what little they 
now make on the traffic and Atlanta would 
not be benefited. Tne southeastern lines 
cannot afford to reduce their rates over 
all this territory until they are in Hne with 


lished in convenient places all over town. 
He said there was no reason why Atianta 
should not enjoy the same privilege, if an 
effort were made in that direction. 

The land on which the present federal 
building is located was bought June 4, 1874, 
at e cost of $20.59.

Many Sites for the Prison. 

The committee is meeting with nv trouble 
in securing propositions from various citi- 
zens for the sale of sites for the new prison. 
In fact, the officials have received more 
than they ever expected, and judging from 
the zea! exhibited by those owning or con- 
trolling land it looks as if the city will be 
put to jittle if any expense. 

Sites have been offered in almost all di- 
rections. The prices run from as high as 
$300 an acre down to almost nothing. There 
are several locations near Atlanta that will 
answer every requirement of the govern- 
ment and it is impossible g@ predict just 
which will be selected. 

“The government is going to spend a 
large sum of money on the prison here,” 
said Colone] Livingston to the committee 
last night, “and the attorney general de- 
sires a location that will not be hampered 
by the growth of Atianta. The buiiding 
will have its own waterworks and electric 
1ight plant. It is necessary that it be lo- 
cated near a stream and near railroads. 
Moreover the 300 acres are necessary be- 
cause there will necessarily be a number 
of residences on the tract and, the officia's 
do not care to live within hail of the prison, 
as the prison odor is something that cannot 
i be avoided.

The 
officials regard Atlanta, according to the 
Statement of Colone] Livingston, as a city 
with a magnificent future, and they are 
said to be determined to establish condi- 
tions here that will preclude any govern- 
ment appropriations in Atlanta for many 
years.

One is to locate the new building on 
the present site on Marietta street by us- 
ing the entire block. There are severa) 
objections to this location, however, which 
may defeat the location of the new struc. 
ture on this site. In this connection the 
following figures speak for themselves:

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Judge Andy’s matinee was made merry 
yesterday with the presence of half a 
dozen little negroes of all shades of color 
and of different emotions at their first ap- 
pearance before the bar of just®e. All of 
the little coons were terrified into a tumult 
of trembling as their names were called in 
a hoarse voice by the court, and some came 
shaking: up to the desk holding on to their 
mammy’s dresses in a wave of despair. 

Willie > acne. a little negro of seven 
years old, was up for shooting firecrackers 
in the street. 

“Willie, you are getting to be a bad boy 
mighty soon,’’ said Judge Andy. 

“Mister, I didn’t shoot nare one,’’ and 
the tiny criminal set up a howl that dis- 
turbed the equilibrium of the court for a 
time. Great tears rolled down the prison- 
er’s cheeks, and Willie tried to continue Fis 
defense, but the commotion of his emo- 
tions was too strong. 

“Willie, I fear I will have to give you ten 
years in the penitentiary,” said the court. 

“Oh, mister,’’ was all Willie could find 
strength to say, ‘‘I won’t shoot no mo’ fire- 
crackers."’ 

The little negro’s eyes grew big and dis- 
torted with visions of bara walls and iron 
bars, which he imagined already around 
him, and his despair would have overwhelm- 
ed him had not the court told him to go 
and shoot no more (firecrackers before 
Christmas. 

“Shooting firecrackers is abuvut the only 
pleasure Willie and hundreds of other little 
negroes get out of Christmas,”’ said the 
judge. “‘The Santa Claus theory is one 
they seldom have any experience with.”’ 


As the judge called the name of Rob 
Whitaker yesterday the eyes uf the large 
audience turned to the door of the prison- 
ers’ room, to see emerging therefrom the 
form of a little negro of the cold-black 
type, not more than seven years old, and 
trembling as though he was going to his 
death. 

“Bob Whitaker, what do you mean by 
shooting firecrackers in the street?” 

“Dem oder two boys was shootin’, but I 
ain’t never had no money to buy no fire- 
crackers. Bud Wilson kin tell yer I neber 
had no firecrackers, cause ‘he was dere 
when dis police come. I wuz standin’ in the 
road wid my hans in my yers lookin’ at 
Eddie Commosa light a firecracker whin dis 
police come slippin’ up and grabbed me by 
the neck.”’ 

The original manner in which the young 
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culprit put his plea caused the audience to 
grin. The offender took for granted that 
Judge Andy was intimately acquainted with 
Bud Wilson and Eddie Commosa, and the 
judge, considering the youth of ine prisoner, 
told him to go along and never shoot any 
more firecrackers in the city. 


Tom Bailey, another little negro, with 
bare feet and glistening eyes, was before 
Judge Andy on the specific charge of curs- 
ing his father. The IHittle nexro was ac- 
companied by his mother, who seemed to 
take the child’s part in the family trouble. 

“Tom Bailey, don’t you know the bad 
man will get you if you cuss vour papa?” 

‘‘He, he treated me mean, but I never sed 
no bad thing to him.’’ 

Just then Tom Bailey and his mother 
both burst into tears, giving a substantial 
denial to the little negro’s statement. 

“This seems to be an emotional session 
of the court,” said Judge Andy. 

“Tom Bailey, I am going to make you a 
Christmas present now, and let you go, 
but you mustn't cuss your pap any more, 
even if he hasn’t given you any shoes for 
the winter.”’ 

Tom Bailey gave a great gulp of relief 
that ended in a new flood of tears, just as 
he disappeared from the courtroom. This 
caused his honor to laugh aloud, and in the 
back of the room the sympathetic little 
negroes whose time was coming joined in 
the chorus. 


John Nicholas, an Italian, who runs a 
fruit stand on Peachtree, was up before the 
recorder yesterday afternoon for vio! ating 
the new ordinance requiring fruit stands to 
be taken in at night and not left on the 
sidewalk. It seems that the Italian knew so 
little of English that he was unaware of 
What he had been arrested for, until the 
judge, at considerable loss of wind and 
patience, explained to him the real reason. 

“You tella me det I gotta taka my litta 
stand in at ni; I tella you det I ain’t no 
placa for de stand. I lika to lay in my litta 
room at ni and cova de stand wed a cloth. 
I tella you dare is no room for de froot and 
stand and me in de litta room.”’ 

“Well, you can go this time,” said the 
judge, ‘‘but tomorrow night you must take 
your stand in or I'll have to fine you.”’

New Ruling on the War Revenue Act 
Has Been Issued. 
Washington, December 23.—An important 
opinion was rendered by fne treasury de- 
partment today construing section 20 of 
the War revenue act, relative to taxes un- 
der schedule B, on medical articles and 

preparations, 

The opinion, in substance, holds that the 
subjects of taxation under the said section 
and scheduie are confined to compounded 
patent, trademark and proprietary medi- 
cines, and to such compounded § specifics 
and medicinal remedies as are put up in 
packages ready for use by the consumer 
without the intervention of a physician or 
pharmacist. On the other hand, it is held 
that the law does not tax medicinal prep- 
arations which are uncompounded or which 
if compounded, are put up under medica 
or pharmaceutical] names for classification 
for the use of physicians in practice or 
druggists or pharmacists in their trade. 

This decision is of general] importance to 
the medicine and drug business throughout 
the country, and has the effect of reliev- 
ing from stamp tax many standard medi- 
cines such as the serums and many others. 
The amounts of the taxes paid on these 
excepted articles will be refunded by the 
government,

rives its authority to 

functions from ‘an act of the general as- 
sembly passed on December 9% 1893 (aets 

1893, 335), granting a new charter to such 

town. Under this act an ordinance which 

confers upon the police court of the town 
authority to punish by imprisonment with- 
out giving persons convicted of offenses 
against the town an opportunity 
fine, is void for want of authority in 
town council to pass it.

In a paroxysm of pain and agony little 
»obert Fraser, the ten-year-old son of Rob- 
ert A. Fraser, who resides on Lee avenue 
at the outskirts of the city, passed away 
at 7 o'clock yesterday morning. 

There were strange symptoms in the sud 
den death of the boy in regard to which the 
physicians in attendance have not satisfied 
themselves, and while the family of the 
young boy are grief oT n the medical 
men are giving their closest atte ntion to the 
case of the deceased's ot r, who is now 
affected with the same symptoms and is 
lying at the door of death, 

Last Wednesday evening the Frasers at 
their cottage on Lee avenue invited a num- 
her of the young children in tne neighbor- 
hood to supver. The meal was a frugal one 
and during the course of the repast Rebert 
and Frank Fraser drank several giasses of 
buttermilk. 

None of the others at the table took the 
milk, but there was nothing said about the 
condition of the beverage by the children 
who had drank it. 

At a late hour that night Frank Fraser 
was taken desp2ratety ill with a dizziness 
and pains in the chest and Dr. Golden was 
calied in to examine the condition of the 
child. The physician was nct told of the 
milk that Frank Fraser had taken at sup- 
per and all he could do was to give the suf- 
ferer something to relieve his pain. 

Later on in the morning Robert Fraser, 
the boy who passed away yesterday morn- 
ing, complained of the same dizziness and 
pains, and the parents of the children be- 
gan to ‘be worried in regard to their condi- 
tion. 

Thursday morning the condition of the 
two ehildren grew worse and Mr. Fraser 
eent for his family physician, Dr, L. P. 
Stephens, who went at ence, accompanied 
by Dr. Louls Jones. 

Poison by Milk Probable. 

It took the two physicians but a short 
time after consulting over the symptoms 
of the case and learning that both children 
had drank buttermilk for supper Wednes- 
day evening to concluaoe that they had been 
poisoned by some toxic ingredient in the 
milk. 

It was evident according to the statement 
of both Dr. Jones and Dr. Stephens that the 
boys had been poisoned in some way, but 
it was too late to make a chemical test of 
the milk, as its chemical condition had 
changed considerably in the course of 
twenty-four hours. : 

The poison that. is supposed to have 
formed in the milk and which is thought 
to have entered the systems of the Fraser 
chii@ren is technically known as ptomaine, 
an alkaloidal poison thatforms inall organic 
matter when not kept fresh. The name is 
a new: one in the medical world, but the 
poison has been known for years under an- 
other name, 

It is a new term such as appendicitis was 
two or three years ago with which nearly 
everybody became affected as soon as the 
disease became known. 

It Is the helief of Dr. Jones, who was 
present when little Robert Fraser died yes- 
terday marning, that he was a victim of 
ptomaine that had formed im the milk. It 
was learned that the buttermilk had been 
kept for several days, during which the 
thermometer registered a warm tempera- 
ture and the milk had not been preserved 
on ica 

Whether this is the cause of the death of 
Robert Fraser and the desperate illness of 
his brother Frank is not known positively, 
and will never be known, for the 
that: no sufficient test can be made of tHe 
milk. It is eertain, however, that hoth 
children were poisoned in some way and it 
is extremely probable the poison was pto- 
maine.

“When I was first called in the older of 
the two, who died yesterday morning, was 
not seriously ill and I had no fear at the 
time that death would result in his case.

Two thousand reams of kiss mottoes, or 
verses, 150,000 to a ream, are turned out an- 
nually at the New York headquarters for 
confectioners’ wares. A large proportion 
of these mottoes are used in.the United 
States; the rest are distributed to the four 
Winds, some to New Zealand, Canada, Cu- 
ba, South America, wherever English or 
I’rench or German is spoken, for only in 
those tongues are the moitoes printed. 
The kiss verse is entirely impartial and no 
respecter of persons, for the same little 
conceits that attend on Essex street func- 
tions, are a prompter to Bowery sociabil- 
ity, and figure at Thanksgiving and holiday 
parties away off in sequestered country 
homes are served up in expensive bonbon 
holders at fashionable |juncheons and sup- 
per parties given at Fifth avenue assem- 
bly rooms and at private dwellings. The 
one factery is the author of them all. 

“Who makes the kiss verses?’ was asked 
of the superintendent of these peculiar 
sugary wares. 

“rt don't know,” was the reply. 
have been on our plates for years. We 
never change them. I think Adam had 
something to do with the original manu- 
script, and perhaps Noah took care of it 
along with other things that the tucked in 
the ark. It's possible that we wiil get out 
a few new moito forms next year, but 
simply because our old plates are wear- 
ing out from constant use. Kiss verses are 
the one thing in the trade that need not 
keep up with the procession. People buy 
them just the same whether they’re old 
or not. 

“When I came into the business twelve 
years ago and noticed how musty and 
ardhnaic the mottoes were, I suggested to 
my uncle, who was then in charge, that 
we have some new things written that 
would be more up to date, but he said there 
Was no need, that these would do as well. 
My uncle was then quite an old man and 
had been superintendent here for years. 
He had no more idea where the verses we 
Were using came from than | have now, 
but he thought they came from the other 
side somewhere, and maybe had been a 
little tinkered up here in the house to make 
them shorter and more serviceable. I’ve 
hau a netion two or three times of getting 
some new ones written, some with thits on 
wheeling or golf, and with, maybe, some 
of the taking slang phrases that people 
use now, but I never got around to it, and 
I notice that the French and German mot- 
toes that come to us from abroad are no 
more up to date than ours; are exactly the 
same as when I was a boy, and fer that 
matter, as were used when my father or 
my grandfather was a boy. ‘They answer 
just as well and people read them and 
laugh.and joke over them at parties just 
as they ever did. They are an important 
part of the candy business, at least the 
motto papers and ornaments are. We ship 
thousands of packages of those in the gross 
and every paper has to thave a verse fold- 
ed away in it.’’ 

“Do we use many kiss verses now?” re- 
peated the manager of a big catering es- 
tablishment which makes a business of 
having unique and entertaining devices. 
“Oh, yes; just as many as ever. See those 
cracker bonbons with the horses on them 
and crops and riding hats, got up especially 
for horse show week. They go off with a 
snap when pulled and have a paper cap 
or a tinsel inside. Every one of them has 
a verse in it. Meant for children’s parties? 
By no means. They are used just,as much 
for grown folks, although many of our 
prettiest.motto devices are got up for that 
purpose. 1 have an order for a private 
dinner tomorrow night, a dinner for men, 
I shall use those motto bonbons as a part 
of the decorations, which will de the most 
unique we have worked out yet this sea- 
son.”

Governor Candler yesterday completed his 
consideration of bills passed by the legis- 
lature, and by 4 o'clock in the afternoon he 
had taken fina] action on all of them. The 
five days’ limit fixed by law expired at 
midnight, but that hour found him soundly 
asleep in the executive mansion, dreaming 
of jegislatures yet to come. He received 
194 bills and resolutions altogether, of 
which number 157 came from the house and 
thirty-seven from the senate. In consider- 
ing them he practically abandoned ali other 
state business, and with his assistants in 
the executive office he has devoted practi- 
cally all his time to the work. He insisted 
on reading through from the first line to 
the last every bill presented to him, and he 
did not attach his signature to any meas- 
ure until he was full master of its contents. 
Some nights this kept him up until-.very 
late, but he vered to the end, carry- 
ing the unfinished work with him from the 
Capitol to the mansion when that was nec- 
essary. 

Of the whole list of bills, however, he 
only vetoed two, and both of these he turn- 
ed down purely on constitutional grounds, 
The first was senate bill No. 29, introduced 
by Senator Brannen, of Bullock, which pro- 
poses to amend the code attgching a pen- 
alty for the name in a iirm net 
authorized by the owner by providing that 
such use must be with intent to de 
The governor holds that this violates S Ppara- 
graph 1, of section 4, of article l, of the 
constitution, The second was a bill Ly Rep- 
resentative Yates, of Catoosa, to relieve 
Dr, James D. Cravens of the protessjonal 
tax upon physicians. Dr. Cravens does not 
practice for protit, but as a matter 
ity, and the legislature

$0 as to be appropriate, Whatever use the 
box be put to. 

‘As to the motto candies themselves, 
they were never more elaborate or more ex- 
quisitely put up and ornamented than now, 
kivery device in nature—sea shells, flowers, 
grains and all sorts of insect and vegeti ible 
uevices—is imitated, and the old Kiss verse 
is in the center of ‘each, the same old kiss

Everybody, from the humblest to the

Kiss verses, 
like ice cream, are a common bond, link! ng 
all ages and kinds and conditions of people 
in holiday humor, a source of unbending 
which does the old folks good and gives 
the young ones something to remember.

Opentog Prices Showed Good Buying 
for Entire Stock List. 


ALL OFFERINGS ABSORGED 


Prices Held Strong and in Specialties 
1 to 2 Points Advance Was 
Scored. 


New York, December 23.—The stock mar- 
Ket moved in an irregular fashion today, 
but net changes ag a result of the day’s 
operation were fractionally in favor of the 
advocates of the long account, a very unus- 
ual thing on the eve of a Christmas hoii- 
day. The activity and breadth of the mar- 
ket were well sustained. London was a 
buyer in the early dealings, but later took 
profits on the rise here. The action of the 
government in calling for the $8,000,000 of 
Union Pacific payments, now in the depos- 
itory Lanks, which is to be paid in 10 per 
cent installments, failed to cause a ripple 
in the money market. The speculation in 
Federal Steel issues was on a tremendous 
volume of business and both common and 
preferred rose very sharply, but in the af- 
dernoon, On free liquidation and the with- 
drawal of some of the usual support, the 
stocks broke, leading to a moderate reac- 
tion in other shares. There was good buy- 
ing, however, of eFderal Steel on the dip, 
and this steadied the general list. Sugar, 
Leather, Tobacco and American Steel and 
Wire showed considerable strength. Rumor 
jad it that there would be favorable devel- 
opments announced in rBooklyn Rapid 
Transit Lefore Tuesday, and the stock rose 
2 points, but did not hold the extreme rise. 
The closing was irregular. 

The market this week continued in an 
almost uninterrupted movement upward for 
bonds, although there were aaily periods of 
depression and recovery. The movement in 
a general way verified the street gfoverb, 
“as go governments, so goes the market.” 
The upward trend in the government mort- 
ages Tesulted in some record prices, anda 
the general market for stocks and bonds 
was likewise strong. .Two other maxims 
were borne out by the course of quotations. 
London’s early prices are usually an index 
to the trend of the market locally, and to 
“copper London’s trades’ has not been re- 
garded the part of wisdom. Then, too, the 
public was content to enjoy the Christmas 
holidays without realizing paper profits and 
the ‘‘reaction Lefore the holidags,’” which, 
as according to precedent, failed to mate- 
rialize. Conditions permeating the financial 
fabrics continue wonderfully favorable to 
this nation. Bountiful crops sell abroad at 
remunerative and steadily improving prices, 
while the great iron and coal industries are 
geeting a grip on the world’sjmarket. The 
congestion of surplus capital Que to Amer- 
ica’s enormous trade balance explains the 
investment of some $75,000,000 used in dis- 
counting foreign commercial bills, which 
must be paid in gold or in securities, unless 
the Unieed States assumes the role of a 
creditor nation and gives ear to the re- 
ported propositions to float foreign govern- 
ment loans here. Thé return flow of money 
from the south and@ west is about due, and 
the banks gained on balance at the sub- 
treasury. ‘o meet the January dividend 
requirements money has shown 4@ Slightly 
hardening tendency, and last Wednesday a 
flurry in call money resulted in its being 
marked up to 4% per cent for a small loan, 
but enormous offerings quickly brought it 
back to 2%. The railway traffic reports 
continue gratifying and gave substantial 
foundations for a rise in some directions 
and seemed to warrant the introduction of 
many dormant securities to the speculative 
and semi-investment public. Small reac- 
tions and pony & due to bear tactics, 
kept trading rather healthy and free from 
the danger of a too sudden inflation. Scale 
orders to buy at concessions rallied prices 
after each period of depression. This held 
the market in spite of continuous hammer- 
ing and enormous liquidation, and when it 
was found prices would not go down, ma- 
nipulation ensued@ for a rise. 

Toward the close of the week there was 
a disinclination to be short over the three 
holidays, and there were large covering pur- 
chases. Much interest was manifest in the 
dividend declarations of the week, but there 
was no change except the increase to 2 
per cent in the Denver preferred disburse- 
ment. The over-sanguine predictions cur- 
rent as to the probable dividend declaration 
met some credence in particular cases 
owing to the favorable reports of earnings. 
The grangers and the Pacifics were in keen 
request at periods, and gained substantial- 
ly. A number of hitherto ‘inactive stocks 
made considerable progress upward, prom- 
inent among which were Baltimore, Ohio, 
Lake Prie and Western, Minneapolis and 
St. Louis and Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis. Besides the much mooted 
Alton deal there were various rumors of 
traffic ailiances of many roads, which 
served to keep unabated the investment de- 
mand. Talk of the prospective settlement 
of the Central Pacific government obliga- 
tion and a subsequent reorganization help- 
ed that stock, in view of the beneficial re- 
sults of similar rehabilitations of railway 
properties. The resignation of a prominent 
officer and director of the sugar. company 
brought forth much bear activity in that 
stock, which subsequently recovered its 
loss. The prosperity of the iron and coal 
industries was reflected in pronounced ac- 
tivity in the securities of all kindred se- 
curities. Powerful interests at times sup- 
ported such stocks as Federal Steel, the 
common making an extra gain of 114% while 
the preferred touched 845, a rise of 5% 
points, but both lost about 2 points of their 
advance. 

The week's bond market was less active 
than the preceding week, and the dealings 
were devoid of such a pronounced tone of 
strength. Irregularity was veiy conspicu- 
ous in operations, but the geueral under- 
tone nevertheless was very. substantial. 
Many issues improved to the best price ever 
recorded for them,

Business Activity No Longer Confined to 
the Stock Market. . 


COTTON GOODS PARTICIPATING 


Iron Trade Shows No Signs of Flag- 
ging Interest and Strength Is 
Maintainei. 


New York, December 23.—Bradstreet’s to- 


morrow will say: 

“Current business conditions furnish some 
sharp contrasts to those usually looked for 
and reported at this season of the year. 
It is of course reasonable to look for ex- 
ceptional activity in holiday and retail trade 
generally at this date, and in this respect 
the most sanguine expectations appear io 
have been realized. Probably never be- 
fore at this date, however, was the cause of 
general business so animated as it is at 
present, Speculative activity is no longer 
confined to the stock market, but has 
widened to include wheat and corn among 
the cereals and copper among the metals, 
while the rush of business in iron and steel 
seems little, if any, abated, and some iines 
—notably cotton goods and raw wool, are 
displaying an activity and strength which 
would have been welcomed at any time for 
a year past. Prices of securities and of 
staples alike furnishe examples of aggres- 
sive strength, which are so numerous as to 
deserve special mention. 

‘In the iron trade no signs of flagging in- 
terest are to be discerned, but rather more 
pronounced actively in new directions. All 
the old strength of prices is maintained and 
in some lines—notably billets, wire rods, 
plates and bars—further advances are to be 
reported. In lines the country’s proluction 
seems to be heavily sold ahead, and the ut- 
most confidence is expressed as to present 
values being maineained or still further in- 
creased, 

“The foreigm demand for cereals contin- 
ues unabated, any slight price reaction be- 
ing taken advantage of by foreign buyers. 
Wheat closes the week with quotations well 
up to the highest paid this autumn, and 
short sellers of December delivery are reap- 
ing the benefit of indiserete speculation. 

“The strength of wheat has been en- 
hanced by sympathy with the growing 
Speculative interest in corn, for which the 
highest prices paid for three years past 
have been recorded. 

“Cotton displays notable strength, and 
the market for the manufactured product 
is very firm at the recent advances, print 
—— in fact being higher than for a year 
past. 

“Strength and firmness is a feature also 
of the lumber market, with the possible ex- 
ception of yellow pine, where keen compe- 
tition tends to check the advancing ten- 
dency shown by other woods. 

“In other lines of general trade and in- 
dustry reports are as a rule favorable, 

“Since July Ist this year the exports of 
wheat aggregate 115,236,084 bushels, against 
123,566,647 bushels last year, and corn 77,- 
289,899 bushels, against 76,260,454 bushels 
during the some period a vear ago.” 

Dun & Co.’s Review. 

New York, December 23.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of the trade will say 
in tomorrow's issue: 

“It is a year beyond parallel and goes to 
its close with the biggest volume or busi- 
ness ever seen. Enormous transactions at 
the stock exchange makes some difference 
and lheavy railroad earnings, but when all 
the transporting and speculative interests 
are eliminated there is still a much larger 
business than in any other month of the 
year. fast year the exports were in vol- 
ume greater than in any previous month in 
the thistory of the country, but this year 
the three weeks reported shows an increase 
of 25 per cent, against 9 per cent in im- 
ports, which would indicate much more 
than $70,000,000 excess of exports this 
month, 

“The payments through elearing houses 
have b¢en large for the week, 26.5 per cent 
greater than last year and 12.4 per cent 
greater than in 1892, and for the mecnth 
17.8 per cent larger than in 1892. Until 
now no e@reater yolume of business has 
ever been done in the history of this coun- 
try than in the e¢losiung month of this 
year. 

“Shipments of wheat have been 3,285,704 
bushels, flour included, at the Atlantic, 
ports, against 3,688,321 last year, althougia 
western receipts for three weeks have been 
20,088,581 bushels, against 10,309,929 last year, 
a fact which the believers in a small crop 
may well consider. From Pacific ports the 
shipments have been for the week 1,316,019 
bushels, against 956,000 bushels last year. 
Considering the enormous exports from 
July Ist to date, exceeding last year’s, one 
can only wonder that the outgo this year 
has been,so large and the price has risen 
during the week a cent and a half. 

“Corn exports also have been = 3,824,X36 
bushels, against 4,540,613 last year, and for 
the month thus tar for 11,012,138, against 
10,867,407 last year. The price has advanced 
about 2%c, but the continued foreign de- 
mand is astonishing. 

“If the cotton manufacturer takes a lead- 
ing place this year, it is not merely because 
cotton is an eigihth lower than a year ago 
nor because prospects for buyers also good. 
The manufacture has been much expand- 
ed by increased demand, so that- prices of 
nearly all the goods quoted in our report 
have advanced more or less, and there is 
a feeling that with unreasonable accumula- 
tion of print cloths out of the way there 
is a brigthter prospect for all goods. 

“Sales of wool have been large at 27,366,- 
100 pounds, against 23,115,200 younds last 
year and 21,580,200 pounds in the same week 
of 1892, with small as well as large manu- 
facturers buying very freely, which indi- 
cates a general improvement in the de- 
mand for goods, although not enough as 
yet to lift prices. 

“The story of the iron manufacture is 
like a dream. With 25,000 tons Bessemer 
pig sold at Pittsburg for $10.60 and gray 
forge at $9.40 and Chicago sales are limit- 
ed only by the capacity of the works and 
eastern sales so numerous and so large 
as to raise the price 25c, there is a de- 
mand for tinished products which includes 
at Philadelphia 4,000 tons of plates for ex- 
port to South America, 3,000 tons at Chica- 
go, where works are crowded; 80,000 tons 
steel rails by the Maryland Steel Company 
for Asiatic Russia; 35,000 tons for Austra- 
lia, against British bids at Pittsburg, and 
about 10,000 tons domestic at the east, 6,000 
tons structural work at Chicago and Pitts- 
burg and 8,000 tons for car builders at Chi- 
cago, all the works there being crowded, 
with heavy buying of sheets and wire rods 
and sharp competition at the south in weot- 
ton ties; a pending contract for 20,000 tons 
cast pipe for Yokohama and sales of smali- 
er quantities in each class too numerous to 
mention. Prices of iron and steel products 
have not materially changed, although the 
price is everywhere stronger, and for wire 
nails quotations have been advanced to 
$130 at Pittsburg. But this country is beat- 
ing the world in this industry. All this 
business is done with a full belief that the 
next year’s demand will be greater than 
ever before, and it is creditable, especially 
in the iron and steel business, that so little 
advanee in the prices of finished products 
has been made. The range of prices is 
nearly 20 per cent lower than in 1892, indi- 
cating an astonishing increase in the quan- 
tity of products exchanged. How Europe 
will be able to pay more than $75,000,000 due 
on merchandise account for the month of 
December, besides the former's balance 
due for November and previous months, is 
a question which the country can afford to 
consider at its leisure and with comfort. 

“Eailures for the week have been 258, 
against 292 in the United States last year 
and 31 in Canada, against 33 last year.”

Weekly Cotton Crop Statement. 


New Orleans, La., December 23.—Secreta- 
ry Hester’s weekly New Orleans cotton ex- 
change statement, issued before the close 
of business today, shows an increase in the 
movement into sight compared with the 
seven days ending this date last year in 
round figures of 38,000, an increase over the 
same days year before last of 89,000, an 
increase over the same time in 1894 of 21,000.

Lieutenant Hobson continues his meteoric 
euccess as an obstructionist. 


and putting barriers in the way of their 
future self-respect and preventing the car- 
rying out of matrimonial engagements— 
that is, if flances are as sensible as the 
kisses are careless. Hobson has had his 
‘share of glory, and unfortunately, within 
the past few days his share of condemna- 
tion for a frivolity ‘of fashion is strangely 
inconsistent with that greatness that has 
deen his in the minds of his admiring coun- 


try people. 

Dignity is so closely akin to greatness in 
man that in the eyes of a thinking people 
he must possess the former in order to sus- 
tain his reputation for the latter. 

But Hobson has had his ghare of pub- 
licity in the matter of indiscretion recently, 
and the question which really renders the 


incidents of his unfortunate conduct most 
remarkable is what manner of women are 
these who are so utterly defiant of all the 
laws of feminine delicacy and who, by 
their public exhibition of disregard for the 
proprieties of life, make to blush those of 
their sex who hear of it. 

If they are young and unsophisticated 
girls that are not yet old enough to appre- 
ciate the extent of their indelicacy, then 
what can their mothers mean by allowing 
them to appear in public without the reins 
of guardianship upon them? If they are 
elderly females, clamoring for notoriety 
and mistaking it for patriotism, men like 
Hobson should be protected from them by 
civil authority. If they are married wo- 
men, their husbands, insulted by their con- 
duct, would be justified almost to chastise- 
ment—certainly to serious upbraiding. 

It is called cowardly in a man to take ad- 
vantage of a woman at any time, and un- 
womanly seems a mild modification for 
the woman who takes advantage of a man 
in public or private. 

In private she is so overcome by whet 
she may think is patriotism. but what is in 
reality imbecility and indelicacy, as to in- 
dicate she desires a tender expression from 
some handsome hero, he has the opportu- 
nity, if ‘the wishes, to protect her from fur- 
ther indiscretion of the kind by gently but 
firmly refusing. 

But when a woman in public forgets her- 
self and indicates she desires to be kissed, 
there are few men who care to humiliate 
her further by refusing, and they sacrifice 
their dignity in most instances, scarcely 
knowing what else to do. 

The truth is, in such cases very Iittle ex- 
cuse can be made for the man and abso- 
lutely none for the woman, no matter 
whom she may be. 

This Spanish-American war has developed 
a great deal of beautiful patriotism on the 
part 6f American women and it has also 
developed a great deal of hysterical desire 
for self-glory and notoriety, that have 
brought before the public gaze whole or- 
ganizations of “Mrs. Leo Hunters.” 

Indeed, when one begins to consider just 
how very much the young hero of the Mer- 
rimac has been subjected to bv the admi- 
ration of women, young and old, one is al- 
most inclined to regard him as a victim. 
and wonder why it is some husbands are 
so lenient. 

And the unsophisticated young woman 
must not be put down for all the languish- 
ing patriotism. for there have been in- 
stances related where elderly ladies have 
been so imbued by heroic presence as to 
forget that they were mothers—yea, grand- 
mothers—and ‘have scrambled with “sweet 
sixteen’’ for the smiles of a hero or rushed 
to indulge in reckless, if not riotous, oscu- 
lation. 

It must be a source of local satisfaction 
to realize that beyond a few small inci- 
dents suggestive of youthful silliness on 
the part of a very few women. Hobson's 
visit to Atlanta was one in which the 
handsome young Alabamian sustained his 
dignity and was the center of an admira- 
tion to which his naval distinction entitled 
him. Of course, there were a few amusing 
incidents that reflected very little on any- 
body. At one of the brilliant functions, 
where Hobson was in the recciving line 
meeting the guests as they were ushered 
in by members of the reception committee. 
a fair young creature, being presented to 
him, exclaimed: 

“The dream of my life has been realized! 
Mr. Hobson, please give me a souvenir.” 

“A souvenir.’ he repeated, feeling in his 
pockets, and then realizing that his dress 
suit had no brass buttons upon it, said: 
“Why, I’m afraid I haven’t one.” 

“Then give me_ your handkerchief, 
please,” she pleaded, and he smilingly gave 
it to her. 

A charming young matron, knowing Mr. 
Hobson quite well, leaned over, and with 
erry twinkle in her eyes, whispered: 

“Tf you feel like sneezing in the course 
of the evening, just borrow mine,”’ and 
she showed him a bit of cambrie and lace 

she held in her jeweled fingers.

| TRAINMAN FALLS 


UNDER THE CARS 


C. §. Beason Dangerously and Perhaps 
Fatally Injured Last Night. 


ACCIDENT AT NORTH AVENUE 


Beason Falls Under Cars and Left 
Limbs Are Crushed. 


NECESSARY TO AMPUTATATE ARM AND LEG 


The Physicians Are Doubtful of the 
Man’s Recovery, Owing to Shock 
of the Amputation. 


C. S, Beason, a trainman in the employ 
of the Western and Atlantic road, was 
thrown under a line of cars while at work 
last night and dangerously and perhaps 
fatally injured. 

The accident happened at the west term- 
ination of North avenue at 7 o'clock last 
night, and it was thought by the friends 
of the wounded man, who quickly gath- 
ered to assist him, that he was already 
dead. 

At 7 o'clock last evening,. Beason was at 
work switching a number of cars belong- 
ing to the Western and Atlantic, to an- 
Other line, and had just uncoupled the cars 


to the rear of the one on which he was sta- 
tioned when he was thrown by a sudden 
jerk of the engine to the track below, and 
caught under the wheels. 

The left leg and left arm of the trainman 
were crushed off, and by the time his 
friends who ‘had seen him fall, reached his 
side, Beason was unconscious. 

A message was sent at once to the Grady 
hospital for the ambulance, and the in- 
jured man was taken to the hospital. Bea- 
son has lived for a number of years at 24 
Spenser street, and as soon as possible his 
wife was notified and sent to the hospital 
to see (her husband. 

At the hospital it was found necessary to 
amputate the .eft arm below the elbow, and 
the left leg below the knee, in order to save 
the life of the injured man. The operation 
was performed by Dr. Nicholson, and the 
physician stated that Beason was in a very 
dangerous condition owing to the physiacl 
shock that follows such an operation, cnd 
that it was doubtful whether he wsvld l:ve 
through today. 

The wife of the injured man waited ta a 
room in the hospital while the operation 
was being performed, and was siudiy 
stricken at the news that her husband 
was despaired of. 

It was stated by the friends of the iniv:e¢ed 
man that he had just uncoupled a number 
of cars on the line, and had mounted to 
the platform on the top of last car 
connected on the train. The engine gave a 
sudden jerk and Beason, who was éstai d- 
ing at the rear of the car, holling om the 
brakes, was thrown off asthe train began 
to back, 

The man was caught under the wheels 
and a number of cars passed over him be- 
fore he could be reached by those who 
had seen him fall. Everything was done for 
him at thhe time that could be done by those 
around him.

THE WEATHER. 

Washington, December 23.—Weather con- 
ditions and general forecast: 

The storm central] last night 
Huron has moved to the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence and has caused westerly gales in 
the lake regions and rain or snow in the 
lake regions and north Atlantic states It 
has grown much colder in the Red river of 
the north valley. Winnipeg reports a fall in 
temperature of 24 degrees in 24 hours and 
to —6 degrees. The temperature has also 
fallen in the lower lake region, the middle 
and south Atlantic states and has remained 
nearly stationary elsewhere.
